T was in Jme, in the Year 1650^ 
that Charles the II, undoubted 
Heir to Charles the I. of GIo- 
,^ rious Memory, Ktng «?/" Great- 
Britain, France, atnd Ireland, Cafter 
his Rej/al Father had been barbaroufly Mur- 
der'd, and hinifelf BanifliM his own Domini- 
ons, by his own rebellious Subjefts) took Ship- 
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ping at Scheevling in Holland^ and having 
cfcaped great Dangers at Sea, arrived foon 
after at Sp^ in the North of Scotland. 

On the xft of 7^;;»^rv' following, his Ma- 
jefty was Crown'd at Scoon^ and an Army raid- 
ed* in that Kingdom, to invade this; ki hot)e 
to recover his Regalities here, then moft un- 
juftly detained from him^ by 'fome Members 
of the Long'Parliamenty and Oliver Cromwel 
their General, who fbon after moft Traiter- 
oufly affum'd the Title of Protestor of the 
new-minted Common-wealth oi Et^land^ Scot^ 
landy and Ireland. ■ - ^ ' 

O F this Royal Scotch Army the General 
Officers were thefe. Lieutenant General David 
Lejley^ Lieutenant General Middleton^ (who is 
fince created Earl oi Middle ton:, Lord Clar- 
wW,.and Fettercatrn) Major General MaJfeVj 
Major General Mohtgomefyy Major General 
Vatiely and Major General Vandrofcy a Dutch- 
man. 

The ift o^ Augujiy 1651, his Majefty with 
his Army began his March into Engknd^ and 
on the 5*^ of the fame Month at his' Royal 
Camp at Woodboufe ntiv the Border^ publifh- 
ed his Gracious Declaration of ^General Par- 
don and Oblivion to all his loving Subjefts 
of the Kingdom of England and Dominion 
of tValeSj that would defift from aflifting the 

Ufurped 
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Ufurped Authority of the pisetended Com- 
mon-wealth of England^ and return to the 
obedience they owed to their lawful King^ and 
to the antient happy Government of the Kingdom ; 
except' only Oliver Cromwel, Henry Ire ton,, 
John Bradjhawy John Cook\ (pretended Solici- 
tor,) and all others who did adually fit and 
vote in the Murder of His Royal Father. 

And laftly did declare, That the Service 
being done the Scotch Army Jhould quietly retire^ 
that fo all Afmies might be dijbanded^ and the 
lajiing Peace fettled with Religion and, Rights 
eoufncfs. 

His Majefty after the Publication of this 
gracious Offer, march'd his Army into Lanca^ 
Jhire^ where he r^^ceived fome confiderable 
Suppfies from the Earl of Derby (that loyal 
Subjeft,') and at Warrington Bridge met with 
the firft Opjpofition made by the Rebels in 
England^ but His Prefence foon put them to 
Flight. 

I N the Interim His Majefty. had fent a 
Copy of his Declaration, incjofed in a Graci- 
ous Letter to Thontas Andrews^ then Lord 
Mayor, (who had been one of His late Ma- 
jefty's Jljdgv^s) afid the Aldermen of the City 
of London^ which, .by Order of the Rump- 
Rebels then fitting at Wefiminfier^ was (on 
the 26th oiAugufl) publicly burnt at the Old 

B 2 Exchange 
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Exchange by the Hangman ; and their own 
Declaration Proclaimed there and at JVeftmin- 
fter^ with beat of Drum, and found of Trum- 
pet ; by which His Sacred Majefly, (to whom 
they could afford no better Tide then Charles 
Stmri) His Jbettors^ Agents and Complices, 
"were declared Tractors, Rebels and public Ene^ 
tnies. Inipudence and Treafon beyond Ex- 
amplie ! 

After ^ tedious March of near three 
hundred Miles, His Majefty, with his Army, 
on the 22d oiAuguJi^ pofleffed himfelf of ^<?r- 
iejier^ after fbme fmall oppofition made by the 
Rebels there, commanded by Co\oT\t\^John 
James ; and at His Entrance the Mayor of 
that City carried the Sword before his Ma- 
jefty, who had left the Earl of Derby in Lan* 
€ajhire^ as well to fettle that and the adjacent 
Countries in a pofture of Defence, againft 
Cronvwel2sA his Confederates ; as to raife ibme 
Auxiliary Forces to recruit his Majefty*s Ar- 
my, in cafe the fuccefe of a Battel Ihould not 
prove fo happy as all good Men defired. 

Bar (fuch was Heaven's Degree) on the 
25th, of Auguji^ the Earl's new rais'd Forces, 
being over - power'd, were totally defeated 
near ff^ggan in that County by Colonel L?/- 
hum, with a Regiment of Rebellious Seftaries. 
In which conflid the Lord Widdrington^ Sir

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'^h>mds ^ildejfy^ Colonel Trollops Coloftel Bcin^ 
ion^ Lieutenant Colonel Galliard^ (faithful Sub- 
|e6ls and Valiant Soldiers) with fome others 
of good Note, \^ere flain ; Colonel Edward 
Ro/carrock wounded, Sir William ^rockmorton^ 
(now Knight Marlhal to His Majefty) Sir 
timothy Fetherjionbaugb^ (who was beheaded by 
the Rebels at Cbejlery oh the 2 2d of OSiober 
following) Colonel Baines^ and others taken 
Prifpners, and their General the Earl oiDerby^ 
(who charged the Rebels Valiantly, and re- 
ceived feveral Wounds) put to flight with a 
fmall number of his Men : In which Condition 
he made choice of die way towards Wbrcejler^ 
whither he knew his Majefty's Army was de- 
fign*d to March. 

. A^TB R fome Days, my Lord, with Colo- 
nel Rofcarrock and two Servants got into the 
confines of Staffordfbire and Shropjhire near 
Newport^ where at one Mr. Watfon^s Houfe 
he met with Mr. Rkbard,Snead^ (an honeft. 
Gentleman of that Country, and of his Lord- 
Ihip's Acquaintance) to whom he re-counted 
the Misfortune of his Defeat at fViggdn^ and 
the Neceffity of his taking fome reft, if Mr. 
Snead covXd recommend hig Lordfhip to any 
private Houfe near hand, where he might 
lafely continue,' till he could find an Oppor- 
. tunity to go to His Majefty.

John Giffardj Efq-, having built this Houfe 
about thirty Years fince, invited Sir Ba/il 
Brook with other Friends and Neighbours to a 
Houfe - warming Feaft ; at which time Sir 
Ba/il was defired by Mr. Giffard to give the 
Houfe a Name, he aptly calls it Boscobfl 
(from the Italian Bofco-hello^ which in that 
JLcknguage fignifies Fair-wood)' becaufe feated 
in the midft of many fair Woods. 

A T this Place the Earl arriv'd on the 
29/^, of ^«g:;i^j (being Friday) at Night, but 
'the Houfe at that time afforded no Inhabi- 
tant except William Pender el J the Houfe-keepcr 
and his Wife, who, to preferve fo eminent a 
Perfon, freely adventured to receive my Lord, 
and kept him in fafety till Sunday Night fol- 
lowing, when (according to my Lord's defire 
of going to JVorcefier) he conveyed him to 
Mr. Hungry Elliot's Houfe at Gataker-Park^ 
(a trije hearted Rdyalift) which was about 
nine Miles on the way to Bofcobel thither. 
Mr. Elliot did not only chearfiiUy en;^rtain 
the Earl, but lent hinii ten Pounds, and con- 

duftcd 
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dufted him and his Company fafc to /F<?r- 

ajier. 

The next Day after his Majefty's arrival 
at Worcefter^ being Saturday the ajrfof Au^ 
guft^ he was Proclaimed King of Great- 
Britain, France, and Ireland, by 
Mr. Thomas JJfens^ Mayor, and Mr. James 
Bridges^ ShcriflF of that loyal City, with great 
Acclamations. - • , 

- On the fame Day his Majefty publiftiM 
this following Manifefio or. Declaration. 

CHARLES^ tbeGrace of God, King 
<?/" England, Scotland, France, 
end Ireland^ Defender of the Faith, &c. 
^0 all ^hontit may concern Greeting, We de^ 
Jire not the efftffion of Blood, we covet not the 
Jpoil or forfeiture of our People, our Declaration 
at our entry into this Kingdom, the quiet Behavi^ 
our and Abjiinence of our Army throughout this 
long March, and our general Par don declared to 
all the Inhabitants' of this City, without taking 
divantage of the oppojition here made usy by a 
force of the Enemy over-majiering them, until 
we chafed them away, have fufficiently certified 
loth what we feek is only that ' the Laws of 
England (which fecure the right both of 
King and SubjeSi) may henceforth recover their 
due power andforcey and all pafi bitternefs of 
/ . - thefe 
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ihefe unnatural Wars he burted and forgotten. 
As a means whereunto^ we have, by our War^ 
rants of the date hereof^ and do hereby Summon^ 
"Upon their Allegiance^ all the Nobility^ Gentry^ 
and others of what degree and condition foever 
of ^ our County of Wor&fter, from ftxteen to 
fivity-to appear in their PerfonSy and with anf 
HorfeSy Arms and Ammunition they hope or 
can procure^ at Pitch-Croft, near the City^ on 
Tuefday next being the 26th of this Inftant 
Monthy where our fe^ will be prefent that Bof 
(and alfo the next^ in cafe Jhofe of the further 
parts of the. County fbould not be able to come 
upfoofier) to difpofe of them as we fhall think 
fity for our Service in the Wdr^- in defence of this 
City and County^ and to add unto our marching 
Armyf and to apply others (therein . verfed) to 
matters of civil Advice and Government . Upon 
which appearance we fhall immediately Declare 
to all frefent and conforming themfelves to ouV 
Royal Authority^ ^mtr Free Pardon, nol exclud- 
ing from this Summons or the Pardon held 
forthy or from truft and imployment in our fer-f^

in their defence^) we have direffed this City to be 
forthwith fortified^ and fhall ufe fuch other 
helps and means as fhall occur to us in order to 
that end: But on the other Jide^ if nny Perfon 
of what Degree or Quality foever^ either thro* 
Dijloyalty^ and DifaffeRiony or out of fear of the . 
cruel IJfwrperSy and Oppreffors^ accompanied with 
a prefumption upon our Mercy and Goodnefs \ of 
laftly^ pre fuming upon former Service^ fhall op-^ 
pofe^ or negleSi us at this ^tme^ they fiallfind^ 
that as We have Authority to punifh in Life^ 
Liberty and EJiate^ fo we want not now Power 
to do it, and (if o^jer much provoked) fhall not 
want the will neither, and in particular unto 
thofe who have heretofore done andfuffered for 
their Loyalty : We fay it is now in the Hands 
either to doubU that Score, or to fir ike it off \

. With divers others, who W'.re honoured 
and encouraged, by his 'Majesty's Prefence : 
Notwithftlanding which Accefs, the Number 

of 
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of his Army both Englijb and Scots^ was 
conceived not to exceed 12,000 Men, viz. 
10,000 Scots^ and about 2000 Englijh ; and 
thofe too not excellently arnied, nor plenti- 
folJy ftored with Ammnnition, 

Mean time Cromwel (that. grand Patron 
of Seftarios) had amafe'd together a numer- 
ous Body of Rebels, commanded by himfelf 
in Chief, and the Lord Qrey of Grohj^ Fket- 
^ood and Lambert under him, confiftmg of 
,4above 30^000 Men, (being generally the 
Scum and Froth of the whole Kingdom^ one 
part of whidi were Sedbiries, who, through a 
Fanatick Zeal were become Devotes tQ this 
great Idohy. ihe other part fcduc'd Pe^ns, 
who either by force or fear were unfortu- 
nately made Aftors or Participants In this fb 
horrible and fatal a Tragedy. 

Thus t3ien be^n the Pickeerings to the 
jrand Engagement, Major General Majpy 
with a commanded Party, being fcnt by Jiis 
Majefty to fecure the Bridge and Pals at Upton 
upon ^everHj feyen Miles below IVorcefter^ 
on "thurfday die 28th oi Augufi^ Lambert with 
a far greater number of Rebels attacked him, 
and after fome difpute gained the Pafe, the 
River being dien fordable. Yet the Major 
General behav'd himfelf very Gallifitly, re- 
ceived a Shot in the Hand from ibme Mtilke- 
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tiers the Enemy had conveyed into the 
Church, and retreated in good Order to 
iVorcefier. * 

During this Encounter, Cromwell YAm'' 
felf, (whofe Head-Quarter was the Night 
before at Perjhore) advanced to Stougbton^ 
within four Miles otthe City on, the South 
Side, himfelf quartered that Night at. Mr. 
Simons Hou{e at IVhite Lady-Afion^ and a 
Party of his Horfe faced the City that 
Evening. 

The next Day CAuguft the 29th) 5i^/- 
t^» O/i'U^r appeared: with a great Body of 
Horfe and Foot on Red-Hill within, a Mile 
of IVorcefier^ where he made zBonnemine^ 
but attempted nothing ; and that Night Pare 
of his Army quartered at Judge Barklty^^ 
Hcufe. 2itSpeacbl€y. The fame Day it was 
refblv'd by his Majefty at a Council of War, 
to grvc the Grand Rebel a Camifado^ by 
beating up his Quarters that Night with 
1 500 feleft Horfe and Foot, commanded by 
Lieutenant- General Middletoti^ and Sir f^tl^ 
Ham Keytb ^ all of them wearing their Shirts 
over their Armour for diftinftibn i which 
accordingly was attempted, and might in all 
probability have been fuccefsful, had not 
the Defign been moft traiteroufly dilcover'd 
to the Rebels by one Guyf^ a Taylor in the 

C Town, 
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Tawn, and a notorious Seclary, who was 
iiang'd the Day foliowihg, as the jufl Re* 
ward of his Treachery ; In this Adion JWEa- 
jor Knox was flain, and fome few uken Pri*' 
£>ners.by the £neiny; A conliderable Far* 
ty of the Rebels commanded by Colonel 
Fleetwood^ Colonel. Richard Ingoldsby^ (who 
fince became a real Convert, and was creai-. 
ted Knight of the Bath at his Majefiy's Co-, 
ronation} Colonel Goff^ and Colonel . Gih^ 
tons being got over the Severn at Upton^ 
march'd next Day to Powkk Town, where 
they made an Halt, for Pawick^Bridge (ly- 
ing upon the River ^eam^ between Powiek 
Town and- ff^orcefier) was guarded by a 
Brigade of his Majefty's Horfe and Foot, 
commanded by Major-General Robert Mont'^ 
gomcry^ and Cotonel George Keytb. 

Tut fatal 3d of September being come, 
fais Majefty this Day (holding a Council of 
War upon the Top of the College Church 
Steeple, the better to di&over the £nemies 
Pofture) obferved fbme Firing at PowkkjL- 1 
and Ci'omwell making a Bridge of Boats 
over Severn^ under Buns^biily about a Mile 
below the City towards f'eam Mouth ^ his^ 
Maje^ preiently goes down, commands all 
to their Arms, and marches in Pcrfon tcT^ ' 
Powick^Bridge^ to give Orders, as well for 

main- 
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maintaining that Bridge, as for oppofing the 
making the other of Boats, and bafted baelc 
to his Army in the City. 

SooK after his Majefty was gone from 
Pcwick-Bridge^ the Enemy aflaulted it fu* 
rioufly, which was well defended by Mont^ 
gomery^ till himlelf was dangeroufly woun- 
ded, and his Ammunition fpent ; fo that 
he was forced to make a diforderly Retreat 
hito IVorcefteVj leaving Colonel Keytb a Pri- 
loner at the- Bridge. ' At the fame Time 
(SromwfH had with much Celerity fini(h*d his 
Bridge of Boats and Plarifcs over th^e maift 
River, without any confiderableOpprfitions 
faving that Colonel Pifcotty^ with about 
three hundred Highlanders, performed a» 
much therein as could be expe<5tcd from a 
tiandful of Men fighting againft great Num- 
bers : By this means Oliver held Commu* 
nication with tliofe of his Party at Pawick'^ 
Bridge J and when he had march'd. over a 
confiderable Number of his Men, (aid, (in 
his hypocritical Way) ^he Lord cj Hqfts be 
with you J and returned himfelf to raife a 
Battery of great Guns againft the Fort-Koyal 
on the South-firfe of the River. 

His Majefty being returned from Powick* 
Bridge^ march'd with the Dulcc of Bucking-^ 
hanty I/wd Qmndifon^ and fome other of 

C 2. . hiS' 
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his Cavalry through the City, and out at 
Sudbury-Qate by the Fort-Royalj where the 
Rebels great Shot came frequently near his 
facred Perfbn* 

At this Time Cromwell was fettled in an 
atlvantageous Poft at Perry-wood^ within a 
Mile of the City, fwelling with Pride, and 
confident in the Numbers of his Men, ha- 
ving befides rais'd a Breaft-work at the 
Cockfhoot of that Wood, for his greater 
Security j but Duke Hamilton (formerly 
Lord Lanerick) with his own Troop ana 
Ibme Highlanders, Sir Alexander Forbes with 
his Rq^^Jment of Foot, and divers Englijb 
Lords and Gentlemen Vpluntiers, by his 
Majefty's Command and Encouragement^ 
engiaged him, and 'Sid great Execution upon 
his beft Men, forced the great Sultan (as 
tlia, ^hodians in like Cafe did the ^urki) to 
retreat with his Janazaries^ and his Ma- 
jefty was once as abiblute Mafter of his 
great Guns, as he ought then to have been 
of the whole Land. 

Here his Majefty gave an incomparable 
Example of Valour to the reft, by charg- 
ing in Perfbn, which the Highlanders^ efpe- 
cially, imitated in a great Meafure, fight- 
ing with the But-end of their Muskets, when ^ 
their Amniunition was fpenc ; but new Sup- 
plies 
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plies of Rebcb berag'continnally poured up- 
on them, and the main Body of Scotch 
Horife not coming Up in due Time from the 
Town to bis Majefty's Relief, his Army 
was forced to retreat in at Sudbury Gate in 
much Diforder. 

In this Albion Duke Hamilton (who 
fought valiantly) had his Horfe killed un- 
der him, and was himlelf mortally woun- 
ded, of which he died within few Days ^ 
and many of his Troop (confifting n^uch of 
Gentlemen, and diverfe of his own Name> 
were flain : Sir John Douglafs received his 
Death's Wound ^ and Sir Alexander Forbes^ 
(who was the firft Knight the King made in 
Scotland^ and commanded the Port Royal 
here) was ftot through both the Calves of 
his Legs, lay in the Wood all Night, and 
was brought Prilbner to IVorcefter next 
Day. - 

The Rebels in this Encounter had great 
Advantage, as well in their Numbers, as 
by fighting both with Horfe and Foot, a« 
gainft his Majefty's Foot only, the greateft 
Part of his Horfe being wedged up in the 
Town. And when the Foot were defeat- 
ed, a Fart of his Majeftv's Hgrfe fought 
afterwards againft both tne Enemies Horfe 
and Foot upon great Difadvaptage. And 

C 3 lis 
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as they had few Feribns of Condition amcmg 
them to lofc, (b no Rebels, but Quarterr 
mafter General Mo/ely^ and one Captain 
Jones J were worth taking Notice of to be 
Hain in the Battle. 

At Sudbury Gate (I know not whether 
by Accident, or on Purpofe) a Cart Jaden 
with Ammunition was overthrown and Jay 
a*crols the Falfage, one of the Oxen that 
drew it being there killed, fo that his Ma- 
jefty could not ride into the Town; but was 
forced todi(mount^and come in on Foot. 

The Rebels foon after Stormed the Fort 
Royal (the Fortifications wliereof were not 
perfeded) and put all the Scots they found 
therein to the Sword. 

. In the Friar s^Street his Majefty put off 
his Armour, ("which was heavy and trouble- 
ibme to bimj and took a firefli Horfe ; and 
then perceiving many of his Foot Soldiers 
began to throw down their Arms and de* 
cline fighting, he rode up and down among 
them, fometimes with his Hat in his Hand,. 
entreating them to ftand to their Arms, and 
fight like Men ; other Whiles encouraging^ 
them, al!edging the Goodnefs and Juftrce 
of the Caufe they fought for ; but feeing 
himlelf not able to prevail, faid, / bad ra^ 
tber you would Jhoot me^ than hep me ali've , 

* tQ 
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to fee the fad Cmfequences of this' fatal Day. 
So deep a Senfe had his prophetic Soul of 
the Miferies of his beloved Country, evea 
in the midft of his own Danger. 

Coring this hot Engagement at Perryr 
wood and Ked-bill^ the Rebels on the other 
Side the Water poiTefTed themfelres of S. 
yobn\ and a Brigade of his Majefty's Foot 
which were there, under the Command of 
M. Gen, Daliel^ without any . great Hefit 
tance, laid down their Arms and craved 
Quarter. 

Wh^n fbme of the Enemy were entred, 
and entering the Town both at the Key^ 
Caftk'bill and Sudbury Gate, without any 
Conditions : The Earl of Clewland^ Sir 
yames Hamilton^ Col. ^bo. Iforgan^ Col. 
IVilliam Carjis^ (then Major to the Lord 
Stalbot) L. Col fobn Slaughter J Csipt. ^bo. 
Homyold^ Capt. Tbo. Giffard^ Capt. Jobn 
Aftley^ Mr. Peter Blount^ and Capt. Kicbard 
Kemble (Capt. Lieutenant to the Lord Z*^/- 
hot) and ibme others rallied what Force they 
could, (though inconllderable to tb&^ebels 
Numbers) and charged t he Enemy very gal- 
lantly both in Sudburyrftreet and Higb-ftreetj 
where Sir James and Capt. Kemble were de- 
iperately wounded, and others flain > yet 
this A&ion did much, fccure his Majefty*« 

March 
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March 6ut at ^t. Marten's Gate, who had 
otherwife been in Danger of being taken in' 
the Town. 

About the fame Time the Earl of R<7- 
thes^ Sir tt^IUam Hamilton^ and Coi. Drum^ 
ptondj with a Piarty of SsotSy maintained the 
Caftle-Hill with much R^lblution, till fuch 
Time as Conditions were agreed on for 
. Quarter. 

Lastly, {bme of his Majcfty's EngUJb 
Army valiantly oppofed the Rebels at the 
Town Hall, where Mr. Coningshy Cotfes^ 
and fbrae others were flain, Mr. John Kum*^ 
my^ Mr. Charley H^ells^ and others, taken 
Priipners ^fo that the Rebels having in the 
End fubdwd all their Opponents, fell to 
plundering the City unmercifully^ few or 
none of the Citizens eicaping, but fuch as . 
were of the Phanatic Party. 

When his Majefty law no hope of ral- 
lying his thus difcomfited Foot, he marchea ^ ' ' 
out of IVorcefier at St. Martinis Gate,^ (the ' 
fore Gate being mured up j about fix of the 
Clock In the Evening, with his main Body 
of Horle,' as then commanded by General 
David Lejleyy but were now in fome Con- 
fufion. 

Th e Lord St. Clare^ with divers of the 
Scottijh Nobility and Gentry, were t^fccn 

Prifoners 
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Prilbners in the Town. And the Foot Sol- 
diers (confifting moft of Sects) were almoft 
either flain or taken, and fuch of them (who 
in the Battle efcaped DeathJ lived but lon- 

. ^er to die, for the moft Part, more inife- 

rably ; many of them being afterwards 

knocked o'lhe Head by Country People; 

fbme bought and ibid liRe Slaves for a fmall 

Price, others went begging up and down, 

till Charity failing them, their Neceffities 

brought upon them Diieafes, and Difeafes, 

Death. 

Before his Majefty was come to JB^r- 
iori's Bridge, about half a Mile out of 
Worcefter^ he made feveral Stands, faced 
about, and defired the Duke of Bucking" 
bamy Lord WUmot^ and other of his Com- 
manders, that they might rally and try the 
Fortune of War once more : Butat the Bridge 
a ierious Confultation was held,,^nd then 
perceiving many of the Troopers to throw 

^ off their Arms, and (hift for themlelves, they 
were all of Opinion, the Day was irrecove- 
rably loft, and that their only remaining 
Work was to fave the King from thofe ra- 
venous Wolves and Regicides : Whereupon 
his Majefty by Advice of his Council, re- 
folv'd to march with all Speed for Scotland, 
following therein the Sjeps of King Da^vid 

his 
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his great Predeceffor in Royal Paiiencc5^ho 

finding hitnleJf in Circumftances not unlilcc 

to thefe, [aid to all bis Servants that isoere 

with him at Jerufalem, Arife^ and 

2 Sam. let us fly ^ for we Jhall not elfe ef- 

^^* ^4- cafe from Abfolom, make fpeed to 

depart y lefi be overtake us fuddenly^ 

and hring Evil upon us^ and fmite the City 

with the Edge of the Sword. 

Immediately after this Refu't, the 
Ouke asked the Lord ^albot^ (being of that 
Country^ if he could diredl the Way North- 
wards ? His Lordfliip anfwered, that be had 
one Richard If^nlker in his Treop (formeHy 
a Scout-mafter in tholfe Parts, and who 
fince died in Jamaica) that knew the Way 
well 'y who was accordingly called to be the 
Guide, and performed that Duty for fome 
Miles ; but' being come to Kinver-Heatb^j . 
not far from Kederniinfter^ and Day-light 
being gone^ Walker was at a puzzle in the 
Way. 

Here his Majefty made a Stand, and 
confulted with the Duke, Earl of Derby^ 
Lord Wilmot^ Jkc. To what Place he might 
•march, at leaft to take ibme Hours Reft ;. 
the Earl of Derby told his Majefty^ that In 
his Flight from Wtggan to fVorcefier^ he had 
met with a perfect noneft Man, and a great 

Con^ 
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Convenience of Concealment at BofcoUl^ 
Houfi^ (before-mentioned) but withal . ac-» 
quainted the King, it was a Re^ufants Houfes 
and it was fiiggefted, that thole Ftople (be* 
ing.accuftoined to FeriecutijM and Searches) 

' were moft like to have the readteit Meaps, 
and iiicift Comrivancea to preferve him 9 
his Majefty therefore inclined to go thither. 
The Lord TaJti^ being made acquainted 
therewith^ and finding tValksr dubious of 
the Way, called for Mr. Charles Qiffard^ 
(a faithful Subjeft, and of the antteht Fa- 
mily of Chiltingtm) to be his Majefty's Con* 
du&er, which Office Mr, Giffard willingly 
undertook, havii^ one TaUs a Servant with 
him, very expert in the Ways of that Codn- 
try 'y and being come near Sturbridge^ it 
was under Confideration, whether his Ma* 
jefiy ihouid march . through that Town ot 
no, and reiblved in the affirmative^ and chat 
all about his Ferfbn fhould {peak French to 
prevent any Difcovery of his Majefty's Fre- 

.J«nce. 

Mean Time General Lefiey with the 
Scmijh Horfe, had in the cioie of the five* 
ning, taken the more dire& Way Norths 
ward by Newport^ his Majefty. being left 
only attended by the Duke of Buckingham^ 
Earl of Dcrby^ Earl of Lauderdale ^ Lord 

Talbot^ 
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falhot^ Lord IVilmoty Col. Thomas Btagfte^ 
CoJ. Edward Rofcarrock^ Mr. Marmaduke 
Dareyj Mr. Richard Lane^ Mr. William Ar- 
fHorerj Cfincc Knighted) Mr. Hugh May^ 
Mr. Charles Giffard^ Mr. P^V^ iJ^fi?^;, aod 
jbme others, in all about 60 Horfe. 

At a Houfe about a Mile beyond Stur- 
Iridge^ hjs Majefty drank, and eat a Cruft 
of Bread, the Houfe- affording no better 
Provifion ^ and asJiis Majefty rode on, he 
difcourfed with Col. Rofcarroek touching | 
Bofcobel-Houfe^ an^ the Means of Security, j 
^hich the Earl of Derby and he found at 
that Place. 

HoweVer Mr G/#tfrtf humbly propo- 
fed to c^rry his Majefty firft to White- 
Ladies^ (another Seat of the Giffard's) ly- 
ing but half a Mile beyond Bofcobel^ where 
he might repofe himfelf for a while, and 
then take fuch further Refolution, as his 
Majefty and Council fhould think fit. 

This Houfe is diftant about a 6 Miles 
from ?i^orc^7?^r, and ftill retains the antienr^. , 
Name of White-Ladies^ from its having for- 
merly beeji a Monaftery of Cifiertian Nuns, 
whole Habit was of that Colour. ] 

His Majefty and his Uetinue (being fa fe- 
ly conduced thither by Mr, GiffardJ a- 
lighted, now, as they hoped, out of Dan- /

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gcr of any pre&nt Surprife by Purluits, 
George Penderel (who was a Servant in the 
Houfe) opened the Doors ; and after ht« 
Majefty and the Lords were entered the 
Houie, his Majefty's Horie was brought 
into the Hall, and by this Time it was a« 
bout Break of Day on Shtrfday Morning, 
Here . every one was in a fad Cbnfult how 
to eicape the Fury of bldod-thirfty Ene- 
mies ; but the greateft Solicitude was to 
fave the King, who was both hungry and 
tired with this long and hafty March. 

Mr. Giffard pre^ntly fent for Richard 
Tenderely who liv'd near Hand at Hobbal 
Grange^ and Col. Kofcarrock cauied Bar^ 
tMomw Martin^ a Boy in the Houfe, to 
be lent to BofioM for iVilUafn Penderet^ 
mean Time Mjftrefi Giffard brought his 
Majefty fbme Sack and Bisket; for tb$ 
King and all the People that were 
with bim^ came meary and refrefiH . -z Sam. 
ed themjfelves there: Richard came x^i. 14. 
firft, and was immediately fent bacfc 
to bring a Suit of his Cloaths for the King, 
and, by that Time he arrived^ with them, 
JVilliam came, and both were brought in- 
to the Parlour to the Earl of Derhy^ who 
immediately carried them into an inner 
Parlour (where the King was) and told

Wiiliam PendereU fhis is the King (point- 
ing to his Majefty) iboti rnuji have a Care 
Hff bim^ and preferve him as tbou didft me : 
And Mr.'Giffard did alfb much conjure Jl/- 
thard to have a fpecial Care of his Charge^ 
to. which Commands the two Brothers yield- 
ed ready Obedience. 

Whilst Richard and tVilliam Vfrere thu^ 
ient for, his Majefty had been adviled to 
rub his Hands on the Back of the Chim- 
ney, and wich them his pace,, for a DiP* 
guife, and ibme Feribn .had difbrderJy cut 
off his Hair. His Majefty having put off 
his Garter, blue Ribband, George of Dia« 
monds, Buff-Coat, and other princely Or- 
naments, committed his Watch to the Cu- 
ftody of the Lord IVilmot^ and his George 
to Col Blagae^ and diftribuced the Gold 
he had in his Pocket among his Servants, 
and then put on a noggen coarfe Shirt 
M^hich was borrowed of Edward Martin^ 
who Uv'd in the Houfe, anA Richard Pen- 
derePs green Suit, and leather Doublet, but 
had not Time to be fb difguifed, as he was 
afterwards ; for both William and Richard 
Pjenderel did advertile the Company to make 
HafU away, in Regard, there was a Troop 
of R.ebdJ5 commanded by Col. Afloenhurfi^ 
quartered at Qotfal^ but three Miles diftant ;

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Ibmc of which Troop came to the Houic 
within haJf an Hour after the Diilblution of 
the Royal Troop, ^^bus Darid 
and bis Men departed out of Kei- 1 Sam * 
Jah, and went' wbitberfoc^ver tbey xxiii. 13. 
could go. 

Kicbard Tenderel conduced the King 
out ar a Back-door, unknown to xnoft of 
the Company (except fbmc of the Lords 
and Colonel Rofcarrockj who with fad 
Hearts, but hearty Prayers, took Leave of 
him) and carried him into an adjacent 
Wood belonging to Eofccbel' caWed Spring-' 
Coppice^, about half a Mile from IVhiteUr 
. dies' (where be abode as David did 
in the IVildermfs of Ziph, in a 1 Sam. 
Jfood) whilft IVilliam^ Humphrey ^*"i- 15- 
and George^ were fcouting abroad 
to bring what News they could learn to 
his Majefty in the Coppice.^ a$ Occafion re- 
quired. 

His Majefty. being- thus, as they hoped, 
in a Way of Security, the. Duke, Earl of 
Dcrby^ Earl of Lauderdale^ Lord Talbcfy 
and the reft (having Mr. Giffard for their 
Guide, and being then not above fortv 
Ho^ft, of which Number his Majefty s 
Fad-nag was f one, ridden by Mn Richard 
Laney one of the Grooms of the Bed-cham-

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ber) marched ftom Wbiteladies Northwards 
by the Way of Newport^ in hope to over- 
take or meet General Lcfiey wkh the main 
IBody of Scotch Horie. 

As fbon as they were got into the Rpad, 
the Lord Le^vifion (who commanded his 
Majefty-^s Life-guard) overtook them, pur- 
iucd by a Party of Rebds under the Com- 
mand ofCoLBltrndel; the Lords with their 
Followers faced about, fought, and repell'd 
them ; but when they came a little beyond 
Newport^ feme of Col. Lilburn's Men met 
tbem in the Front, other Rebels, from Worct'^ 
fter^ purfued in the Rear, themfel ves and Hor« 
jfes beipg fuflficiently tiredj the Earl ofDerhy^ 
Earl of Lauderdale^ Mr. Cbarks Giffard^ 
and ibme others were taken and carried 
Pri (oners, firft to IVbiUburcb^ and from 
thence to an^ Inn in Btmbury in Cbejhire^ 
where Mr. Giffard found Means to make an 
Elcape 3 but the noble Earl of Derby was 
thence conveyed to Wefichefier^ and there 
tried by a pretended Court Martial, held 
the firft oi October 1651, by Vertue of a 
Commiflion from Cromwell^ grounded on 
an execrable Rump^Jif^ of the 12th of 
yitfguft^ then laft paft, the very Title

municated the Exigent and Diftrels, which 
the Fortune of War had reduced them to, and 
finding them like to prove faithful, the 
Duke thought fit to imitate his Royal Ma- 
'fter, delivered his Geerge (which was given 
him by the Queen oi England) to Mff. 
May C^ho preftrved it through all Diflr- 
cuities, and afterwards reftored it to bis 
Grace in Holland} and changed Habie with 
one of the Workmen ^ and in this Dil^ 
-giiiie, by the Affiftance of Mr. BarJ^ and 
his Wife, was, after fbme Days,- conveyed 
by one Nieh Matthews^ a Carpenter, to 
the Houfe of Mr. HdwJey^ an hearty Cava- 
lier, at Bilftrep in Nottimdfamjhke^ from 
thence to the Lady J^nts Houfe at 
Booksby in Leicefierjhire j ari after many 
Hardships and Encounter j; his Grace got 
fecure to LmdoHj and from 'thence to bis 
Majefty-in France. " 

At the fame Time the^^ord Levifton^ 
Col. Blague^ Mr. Darcy^ and Mr. May^ all 
quitted their Horfes, diiguifed themfelv^, 
and feverally (hifted for themfelves, and 
fome of them^ through various Dangers 

and 
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and Sufferings, contrived tfieir Efcapes; in 
particular, Mr. May was forced to lie iwen* 
cy one Days in a Hay-mow belonging to 
one John Bold^ an honeft Husbandman, 
whoiiv^d at Soudley \ Bold having all that 
■ Ti^nt Rebel Soldiers quartered in his Houfe, 
yet failed not to give a conftant Relief to 
his more welcome Cueft; and when the 
Coaft was clear of Soldiers, Mr. May came 
to London on foot in bis I^ifguiie 

The Lord Sialbta (feeing no hope of 
rallying) hafted towards his Father's Houfe 
at Longford near Neupcrt^ where being ar- 
rived, be conveyed his Horie into a neigh* 
bouring Barn, but was immediately pur-- 
fued by the Rebels, who found the Horfe 
iadkd, and by that concluded my Lord not 
to be far oflf^ fo that they fearched Longford 
Houfe narrov»ly, and Ibme of them conti- 
nued in it four or five Days; during all 
which Time *n^>y Lord was in a clofe Place 
in one of the Out-houfes, almpft ftiiicd for 
want ©r Air, and had periflied for want of 
Food, had he not been once relieved in the 
Dead of the Night, and with much Diffi- 
culty, by a trufty Servant ; yet his Lord- 
fhip thought it a great Providence, even by 
thelc Hardftiip^, to efcape the Fury of fuch 

Enemies, 
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Enemies, who. fought the Deftruckion oi 
the NTobih'ty, as well as of their King. 

In this Interim the valiant Earl ofCfe've^ 
land^ who being above lixiy Years of Age, 
had marched twenty-one Days together up- 
on a trotting Horfe) had alfo made his 
Efcape from iVorcefter^ vsrhen all the fight- 
ing Work was over, and was got to J^Wi- 
cot in Sbropjhire^ whither lie was purfued, 
and taken at, or near Miftrefs Brcughton'% 
Houfe, from- whence he was carried Prifb- 
ner ta Stafford^ and from thence to the 
Tower of London. 

Colonel Blague^ remaining at Mr. Baf^ 
Jow^s Houle at Bloof-plpc', about *eight 
Miles from Stafford^ his firft A ft ion was, 
with Mrs, Barlow^s Privity and Advice, to 
hide his Majefty's George under a Heap of 
" Chips and Duft ; yet the Colonel could not 
conceal himfeif fo well,, but that he was 
here, foon after, taken and carried Prifoner 
to Stafford^ and from thence conveyed to 
- the^ Tower of Londmi mean Time the 
. George was tranfmitted to Mr, Robert Mil^ 
ward of Stafford for better Security ; who 
afterwards faithfully conveyed, it to Col; 
Blague in the Tower, by the trufty Hands 
of Mr 'Ifaac IValton-y and the Colonel, not 
long after happily efcaping thence^ i-eftor'd 

it 
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it to his Majefty's own Hands, which had 
been thus wonderfully prefcrved from being 
made a Prize to fordid Rebels. 

The Scotch Cavalry (having.no Place to 
retreat unto nearer than ScotlandJ were 
ibon after difperied, and moft of them ta« 
ken by the Rebels and Country People in 
Cbejhire^ Lancajhire^' attd Farts adjacent. 

Thus was this Royal Army totally fiib- 
dued 3 thus difperfed ^ and if in this fb 
important an Affair, any of the Scottijb 
Commanders were treacherous at IVorceftefj 
(45I fbme fuipedted) he has a great Ac« 
count to make for the many Years Miferies 
that enfucd thereby to both Nations, un- 
der the tyrannical, ufurped Government of 
Cromwelh 

But to retijrn to the Duty of my At- 
tendance on his iacred Majefty in Springr 
Coppice *j by that Time BJcbard Penderel 
had conveyed him into the obicureft Part 
of it, it was about Sun-rifing on ibarfday 
Morning, and the Heavens wept bitterly 
at theie Calamities ; inibmuch ias the thick- 
eft Tree in the Wood was not able to keep 
his Majefty dry, nor was there any Thing 
for him to fit on i wherefore Richard went 
to Francis 7atJ9S Houfe (a trufty Neigh- 
bour, who married his Wife's Sifter) where 

. ' he 
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be borrowed a Blanket, which he folded 
and laid on the Ground under a Tree for 
his Majefty to lit on. 

At the lame Time Rrehard fpoke to the 
good-A^ife TateSj to provide fbme Yi&uals, 
and bring it into the Wood at a Place he 
appointed her : She prefoitly made ready a 
Mefs of Miltc, and iome Batter aiYd Eggs^ 
and brought them to his Majefty in the 
Wood ; who being a liitfc furprrzed to fee 
the Woman (no good Concealer of a Se- 
cret) faid chcarfully to hct; Good ff^omav^ 
can you he faithful to a diftrejfed Cavalier f 
She anfwered, 2er^a Sir^I will father die 
than dif cover you j with which Anfwer his 
Majefty was well fatis&d^ and received 
from her Hands, as David did 
"i Sam. from AbYgails, thai which Jbe 
;^^-3S- brought him. 

The Lord tf^ilmot^ in the In- 
terim took John Penderel for his Guide, but 
knew not determinatcly whither to go, par- 
pofing at firft to have marched North- 
wards; but as ;they paffed .by Btewood 
Forge^ theForgemen made after them, till 
being told 'by one Aicfj. t>uiton, that it 
was Col. Crompton whom they purfbed, the 
"Vulcans happily, upon that Miftake, quit- 
ted the Chafe. 

Soon 
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Soon after they narrowly efcaped a Par- 
ty ot Rebels as they pafled by Cavenbnok ; 
lo that feeing Danger on every Side, and 
John oieeting with William Walker (a truf- 
ty Neighbour) committed my Lord to his 
Care and Coimfel, who for the prelent con- 
veyed them into a dry Mari-Pit, where 
'hey ftay d a While, and afterwards to one 
Mr. Humbacbe's Houfe at Brinsford, and

while John Pmderel goes to WdvcrbamtioZ 
to fee what Convenience he could find for 
my Lords coming thither ^ but met with 
none, the Town being full of Soldiers. 

Yet John leaves no Means onefla red, 
haftens to Northcot (an adjacent Villa ce) 
and there, whilft he was talking with good-' 

a*^^ S^":!'^^ ^* Neigbbourf in the In- 
ftanrMr. John Huddteflon (a Sojourner at 

^'t-fomasmitgrea'vesoiMofeley, and of 
7o^«s Acquamtance) was accidentalJV'nA^ 
fing by, to whom John (well afltif^d of 
.^A^u-^^'^'P prefently addreffes himfelf 
and his Bufmeis, relates to him the fri 
News of the Defeat of his Majeft/s Arm v 
^Jorcefter and difcovers in"^ whan 1^ 
and Confufion he bad left his Majefty, and 
his Followers, at IVhiteladios, and in oar- 
ticular, that he had brought thence a Pe - 
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fon of Quality (for Johu then knew not 
who my Lord . was) to Huntbacbes Houfe, 
who^ without pre(ent Relief, would be in 
great Danger of being taken, 

Mr. Huddlefiou goes home forthwith, 
t^es John with him, and acquaints Mr. 
Wbitgrea've with the Bufiheli, who freely 
reiblved to venture all, rather than £ich 4 
Feribn ihould mifcany. 

Hereupon Mr. f^hitgreaw repairs to 
Huntbacbes Houie, {peaks with my Lord, 
and gives Dire&ioti how he fliould be pri- 
vately conveyed into his Houie at Mofeky^ 
about ten of the Clock at Nighty and 
though it fb fell out, that the £)ire&ions 
were not pun&ually obierved, yet my Lord 
and his Man were at iaft brought into the 
Houfe where Mr. fVhitgreame (after Ibme 
Kefrelhment given them) conveys them in* 
to a iccret Place, which my Lord admiring 
for its excellent Contrivance, and iblicitous 
for his Majefty's Safety, laid, / would give 
41 WorU my Friend (meaning the King) 
were berex and then Cheing abundantly ia- 
tisfied of Mn Wbitgreave^s Fidelity) depo- 
fited in his Hands a little Bag of Jewels, 
which my Lord received again at bis De- 
parture. 

As 
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As loon as it was Day, Mr. Wbitrreave 
ftnt William JVaJker with my Lord s Hor- 
fes to his Neighbour Col. jFobfi Lane of 
Bentlef^ near JValfall^ South-eaft from Mofe* 
ley about four Mi!« C^hom Mr. WbiU 
grean)e knew to be a right honeft Gentle- 
man^ and ready to contribute any Aff\{* 
cance to £b charitable a Work) and wiflied 
f^alker to acquaint the Cblonety that they 
belonged to ibme eminent Perfbn about 
rile King, whom he could better fecure 
than the Horfest The Colonel willingly re* 
ceives them and^fends Word to Mr. fFhit- 
greave to meet him that Night in a Cloie 
not far from Mofeky^ in order to the Ten- 
der of farther Service to the Owner of the 
Hories, whoie Name neither the Colond 
nor Mr. IVhitgreave then knew. 

Ofi tburfday Night, when it grew darfc^ 
his IVfojefty refolved to go from thofe 
Parts into IVales^ and tQ take Ricbard 
Pe9kierel with him lor his Guide ; but^ be« 
fore they began their Journey, his Majefty 
went Into Ricbard^s Houfe at Hwhat 
GroHgfj where the old good*wife Penderet 
had not only the Honour to fee his Maje« 
fty, but to 6e him attended by her Son^ 
Ki€hafd. Here his Majefty had Time and 
Mtafis better to complete his PHguiie. His

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Name was agreed to be If^iU, Jmes^ and 
his Arms a Wood-Bill. In this Poftqrc a- 
bout nine a Clock at Night (after fbmc 
Refrelhment taken in the Houfe) bis Ma- 
jefty, with his trufty Servant Richard^ be- 
gan their Journey on Foot, relbJving to go 
t hat Night to MadeJy in Shropjhire^ about 
five Miles from iVhiteladies^ and within a 
JVlile of the River SenjerHj over which their 
Way Jay for U^ales j in this Village lived 
one Mr. Francis IVoolf^ an honcft Gentle- 
man of Kicbard^s Acquaintance. 

His Majefty had not been long gone, 
but the Lord Ifilmot lent John Penderel 
from Mr. Wbitgreave^s to tVbiteladies and 
Bofcohel^ to know in what Security the King 
was, John returned and acquainted my 
Lord, that his Majefty was marched from 
thence. Hereupon my Lord began to con- 
fider^which Way himfelf ihould remove 
with Safety, 

Col. Lane^ having fecured my Lord's 
Horles, and being come to ilib^^fy accord-, 
ing to Appointment, on Piriday Night,: was 
brought up to my Lord by Mr. WbiU 
grewve^ and (after mutual Salutation) ac- 
quainted him, that his Sifter Mrs. J^ne^ 
Lane J hst^ by Accident procured, a Paf$^ 
ffpm fbnf\e Con^mander of the Reb$ls» for 

her 
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her ielf and a Man to go a little beyond 
Brijloly to £ee Mrs. Norton^ her fpecial 
Friend, then near her Time of lying in j 
and freely ofFer'd, if his Lordfhip thought 
fit, he might make ufe of it, which my 
Lord &emed inclinable to accept^ and on 
Saturday Night was conduced by Colonel 
Lane's Man (himfelf not being well) to 
the Coloners Houfe at Bentley j his Lord- 
ihip then, and not before^ difcovering his 
Name to Mr. IVbitgreanje^ and. giving him 
many Thanks for fo great a Kindnels^ in lo 
imminent a Danger* 

Before his Majefty came to MadeJy^ 
he met with an ill-favoured Encounter at 
Evelia Milly being about two Miles from 
thence. The Miller Cit leem«) was an he- 
neft Man, but his Majefty and Ricbad 
knew it not, and had tlien in his Houle 
ibme confiderable Perfons of bis Majefty a 
Army, who took Shelter there in th^if 
Flight from iVarcefier^ and had not been 
long in the Mill 3 {b that the Miller was 
upon his Watch, and Richard unhappily 
permitting a Gate to clap, through which 
they paffed, gave Occafion to the Miller to 
come, out of the Mill and boldly ask, U'ho 
is there? Richard thinking the Miller had 
purfued them, quitted the ufual Way in^ 
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Mow there all the Day following^ his Ser-^ 
vaht Richard attending him. 

During his Majefty^s Stay in the Barn^ 
Mr. fToolf had often Conference with him 
about his intended Journey^ and in order 
thereto took Care, by a trufty Servant 
(fent abrbad for that Fiirpofe) to inform 
himfelf more particularly of thofe Guards 
upon Severn^ and had certain Word brought 
him, that not only the Bridges were fecu- 
r^d, but all the Paflagd-Boats feized on ^ 
infbmuth that he conceived it veiy hazar- 
dous for his Majefty to pfolecute his Defign 
for ^^/^s,. but ratnergo to BofcobeUHoufe^ 
being the moft retired Place for Conceal- 
ment ifi all the Country, and to (lay there 
ti/I an Opportfunity of a farther fafe Con- 
veyance conld be found out; which Advice 
his Majefty inclined to approve: And 
thereupon refolved for Bofcohel the Night 
followmg; in the mean Time, his Hands 
not appearing fufficiehtly difcoloured, fuita- 
ble to his other Dilguife, Mrs. IVoelf provi- 
ded Walnut-Tree Leaves, as the readieft 
expedient for that Purpofe. 

Th£ Day being over, his Majefty ad- 
ventured to come again into the Hbule, 
where having for lome Time refrelhed 
himfelf, and being furni/hed with Conve- 
niences 
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niences for his Journey C^hich was con-* 
ceived to be fafer on Foot than by Horfe) 
he, with his faithful Guide R/Vi&^ri, about 
eleven , a-CIock at Kight, fee forth toward 
Bofcohel. 

About three of the Clock on Saturday 
Morning) being come near the Houfe^ Ri-- 
cbard left his Majcfty in the Wood, whilft 
he went in to fee if any Soldiers were there^ 
or other Danger ^ where he found CoL 
William Carlis (\*ho had not.ften, not the 
laft Man born, but the kft Man killed at 
tVorceJkr^ and) who having with much Dif- 
ficulty, made his Eicape Kom thence, was 
got into his own Neighbourhood, and for 
lome Time concealing himlelf in Bofcohel- 
wcody was come that Morning to the Houfe 
to get Ibme Relief of William Penderel his 
old Acquaintance. 

Richard having acquainted the Colonel^ 
that the King was in the Wood, the Colo- 
nel, with IViUiam and Ricbardy went pre- 
sently thither to give their Attendance, 
where they found his Majefty fitting on the 
Root of a Tree, who was glad to fee the 
Colonel, and came with them into the 
Houie, where he eat Bread and Cheeie 
heartily, and (as an extraordinary) Ifilli^ 
€im Pe^derePs Wife made his Mnjefty a 

PolTet 
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Poflet of thin Milk and fmall Beer, and 
got ready fome warm Water to walh his 
Feet not only extreme dirty, but much 
galled with Travel. 

The Colonel pulled off his Majcfty's 
Shoes, which were full of Gravel, and 
Stockings which were very wet, and there 
being no ether Shoes in the Houlc that 
would fit him, the Good- Wife put Ibme 
hot Embers in thofe to dry them, whilft 
his Majefty*s Feet were wafhing and his 
Stockings (hifted. 

Being thus a little refreflied, the Colo- 
nel perfuaded his Majefty to go back in* 
to the Wood) (fuppofing it fafer than 
the Houlc) where the Colonel made 
choice of a thick leaved Oak, into which 
IVilliam and Richard helped them both 
up, and brought them fuch Provifion as^ 
they could get, with a CuChion for his 
Majefty to fit on ^ the Colonel humbly' 
defired his Majefty (who had taken little 
or no Reft^the twft preceding Nights) to- 
leat himielf as eafiJy as he could in the 
Tree, and reft his Head on the ColonePs^ 
Lap^ who was watchful that his Majefty 
might not fall. In this Oak they continued^ 
moft Part of that Day 5 and. in that Po- 
fture his Majefty flunxbered away ibnn^ 

Part 
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Fart of the Time, and bore all thefe Hard* 
ihips and Affli&ions with incomparable Fa- 
lience, 

In the Evening they returned to the 
Hoafe^ where IViUiam Penderel acquainted 
hia Majefty with the fecret Place, wherein 
the Earl of Derby had been fecured, which 
bis Majefly liked £b well, that he refblved, 
wbilfi he ftay'd there, to truft only to thar^ 
and go no more mto th^ Koyal Oak^ isls 
from hence it muft be called, where he 
could not fo much as fit at Eafe. 

Hi I Majefty now finding himieif in a 
hopeful Security, permitted H^ifliam Vende^ 
rel to (have hint, and cut the Hair ofF his 
H^ad, as ihort at Top as the Scillars would 
do it, but leaving ibme about the Ears, ac- 
cording to the Country Mode; Cofond 
Carlis attending, told his Majefty^^ WHUam 
was bm a mean Barber ; To which hb Ma- 
jefty aflfwered, He bad never been Jbawd 
bf any Barber before. The King bad WH^ 
Uam bum the Hair wHkh he cut off^ but 
lyuiiam waa only difbbedient in diat. for 
be kept a good Part of it, wherewith he 
baa fioce pkaiured fomt Feribns of Ho- 
nouc, and is kept as a civil Relique. 

Humphrey Pendefel was this Saturday de- 
iigned to go to Stefn^^ to pay ibmc Taxes 

to 
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to one Capuin Broadway i at whoie Houfe 
he met with a Colond o£ the Rebels, who 
was newly come from Wwcefier in Puriiiit 
of the King, and who, bdng informed 
that his Majefty had been at tf^biteladies^ 
and that Humphrey was a near Neighbour 
to the Fiace, eKamined. htm ftri&ly, and 
Jaid before him, as well the Penalty for 
concealiqg the King, which was Death 
without Mercy ; as the Reward for <ilfco- 
vering him, which fhould be one thoufand 
Pounds certain Pay. But neither fear of 
Punifliment, nor hope of Reward, was a- 
bJe to tempt Htmpbrey into any Diiloyalty ; 
he pleaded Ignorance, and was diftniflled ; 
and on Saturday Night related to his Ma* 
jefty and the Joyal Colonel at BofcoM^ 
what had pafled betwixt him and the Re<» 
bel Colonel at Sbefnal 

Tiiis Night the Good- Wife (whom his 
Majefty was plea&d to call. My Dame 
jfoan) provided feme Chickens for his Ma^ 
Jefty's Supper (a Dainty he had not lately 
been acquainted with) and a little Pallet 
\xFas put into the iecret Place for his Maje- 
fty to reft in y (bme of t6e*«Brothers being 
oontinually upon Duty, watching the Ave- 
nues of the Houfe, and the Road- way, to 
prevent the Danger of a Surprife* 

After 
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After Supper Colonel Carlis asked his 
Majefty, What Meat he would pleafe to 
have provided for the Morrow, being Sun- 
day? His Majefty defired fome Mutton, if 
it might be had : But it was thought dan- 
gerous for William to go to any Market to 
buy it ^ fince his Neighbours all knew he 
did not u(e to buy fuch for his own Diet, 
and fb it might beget a Sufpicion of his ha- 
ving Strangers at his Houie : But the Colo- 
nel found another Expedient to iatisfy his 
Majefty 's Dcfoes ; early on Sunday Morn- 
ing he repairs to Mr. IVilliam Staunton^s 
Sheep-Coat, who rented fbme of the De- 
means of BofcoM; here he chole one of 
the beft Sheep, fticks him with his Dagger, 
then fends fi^illiam for the Mutton, who \ 
brings him home on his Back. 

On Sunday Morning (September the fe- 
venth) his Majefty got up early Chis Dor- 
mitory being none of the beft, nor his Bed 
the eafieft) and, near the fecret Place where 
he lay, had the Convenience of a Gallery 
to walk in, where he wa« obftrved to fpend 
fbme Time in his Devotions, and where he 
had tl>e Advantage of a Window, which 
furycyed the Road from ^cng to Brewood, 
Soon after his Majefty coming down into 
the Parlour, his Nole fell a bleeding, which 

.put 
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pot his poor {aiihful Servants into a great 
Fright ^ but his .Majefty was pieaied ibon 
to remove it, by telling them, It often 
djdfo. 

As ibon as the Mutton was cold, ^//Z- 
am cut it up and brought a Leg of it into 
the Parlour ; his Majefty called for a Knife 
and a Trencher, artd cut fome of it into 
Collops, and prjcked them with the Knife 
Pointy then called for a Frying*Pan and 
Butter, and fry'd the Collops himlelf, of 
which he eat heartily ^ Colonel Carlis the 
while being but Under-Cook (afld that Ho- 
:noar enough too) made the Fire, and turn- 
ed the Collops in the Pan. 

When the Colonel afterwards attended 
his Majefty m France^ h\s Majefty calling 
to Remembrance this Faflage among others, 
was pleafed merrily to propoie it, as a pro* 
blematical Queftion ; Whether himfelf or 
the Colonel were the Mafter-Cook at JBo/i 
eobehy and the Supremacy was of right ad- 
judged to his Majefty. 

AtL ^1s while the other Brothers of the 
Penderels were in their feveral Stations, ei- 
ther fcouting abroad to learn Intelligence, 
or upon Ibnie other Service j but it fo plea- 
fed God, that, though the Soldiers had 
iome Intelligence of bis Majefty's having 

F been 
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been at lf^hiteladies\ and none, that he was 
gone thence, yet this Houfe (which proved 
a happy Sanduary for his Majefty in this 
fad Exigent) had not at all been feafched 
during his Majefiy's Abode there, though 
that had ieveral Times ; this, perhaps, the 
rather escaping, becaufe the Neighbours 
could rather inform, none but poor Ser- 
vants lived here. 

His Majefty Ipent ibme Part of thi« 
LordVDay in Reading in -a pretty Arbour 
in Bofcobel Garden, which grew upon a 
Mount, and wherein there was a Stone Ta- 
ble, and Seats about it^ and commended 
the Place for its Retiredneis. 

And having underilood by John Pende^ 

fel^ that the Lord IVilinot was at Mn Whit* 

greave's Houfe (for John knew not of his 

', Remove to Bentky) his Majefty was defi- 

'rous to let my Lord hear of him, and that 

he intended to come to Mofely that Night. 

To this End John was fent on Sunday 
Morning to Mofetey ^ but, finding my Lord 
removed thence^ was much trtmbled, and 
then acquainting Mr. lfbitgrea*ve and Mr. 
Haddkfton^ that his Majefty was returned 
to Bofcobel^ and the Dilaccommodation he 
had there J ; whereupon they both refolve to 
go yilih John to Bentky^ where having 
. gained

gained him an Accefs to my Lord, his 
Lordfliip defigned to attend the King that 
Night at Mofiley^ and defired Mr. IKbit^ 
greave to meet his Lordfliip at a Place ap* 
pointed about twelve of the Clock, and 
Mr. Huddlefion to nominate a ^ Place where 
he would attend his Majefty about one of 
the Clock the fame Night- 

Upon this Intelligence my Lord made 
Stay of Mrs. Jane Lane's Journey to BW* 
fiol^ till his Majefty's Pleafure was known. 
■ John Penderel returned .to Bofcobel in thp 
Afternoon with Intimation of this defignM 
meeting with my Lord at Mofeley that 
Night ; and the Place which wa5 appointed 
by Mr, Huddleftcn^ where his Majefty 
ihould be expected. , But his Majefty, ha- 
ving not recovered his late Foot- Journey to 
Madely; was not able without a Horfe, to 
perform this to Mdfehy^ which was about 
five Miles diftant from Bofcobel^ and near 
the Mid- way from thence to Bentley. . 

It was -'therefore concluded, that his 
Majefty (hould ride upon Humphrey Pende- 
r^Ps Mijl-Horfe (for Humphrey was the 
Miller of IVhiteladies. Mill.) The Horfe 
was taken up from Grafs, . and accoutred, 
not with rich Trappings or Furniture, befit-

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ting fb great a King, but with a pitiful old 
Saddle, and a wor^ Bridle. 

When. his Majefty was ready to take 
Horfe, Colonel Carlh humbly took Leave 
of bim^ being {6 well known in the Coun- 
try, that his Atjtendance upon his Majefty 
would in all Probability have proved rather 
a Diflervicc thsin other wife j however j his 
hearty Prayers- were not wanting for his 
Majefty'* Prefervation. 
: Thus then bis Majefty was mounted^ 
and thus he rode^^to wards Msfrky^ attended 
t>y all the bonefi: BrothersL, U^iliiam, John^ 
Kichard^ Humphrey and Georgd Pmieret^ 
and Franeis IfaPes^ each of thele took a Bill 
. or Pike Staff on his Back, and fbme of 
theni had Piftbls in their Pockets ; two 
marched before, and one on each Side his 
Majefty'5 Horfe, and two eame behind a- 
loof ^flT, their' Deiign being this, that in 
, Cafe they Ihould have been queftioned or 
encountered, but by five or fix Troopers, or 
foch like fmall Party, they i^^ould have 
fhewed their Vatour in defending, as well ^^ 
they had done their Fidelity ifi' otherwiie 
ferving bis Majefty: And though it was 
JWidnighr, yet they conduced his Majefty. 
through By-ways, for better Security, 
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After fbme Experience had of the 
Horfe, his Majefty complained, -'/^ was the 
beavieft dull jade be ever rode on ^ To 
which Humphrey (the Owner of him) an- 
fwercd (beyond the uftal Capacity of a 
Miller) My Li^S^ ' Can you blame the Horfe 
to go heavily^ when be has the Weight of 
three Kingddms on his Back ? 

When his Majefty came to P^»/2>ri Mill, 
within two Miles of Mr. TVhitgrea've's 
Houfe, his Guides deftred hini to alight 
and go on Foot the reft df the Way, for 
more Security, the 'Foot- Way being the 
more fecure, and the nearer ^ and at laft 
they arrived at the Place appointed by Mrj 
^Hudilejion (which was a little Grove of 
Trees in a Clole of Mr. IVhitgreitve^s called 
the P it- Leafow J in order to his Majefty'^ 
being privately conveyed into Mr. Whit'* 
greave's Houle; iVilliam^ Humphrey and 
George^ returned with the Horfe, tlie otheif 
three attended his Majefty x.6 the Houfe i 
but his ^Majefty, being gone a little Way, 
had forgot (it feems) to bid Farewel to 
William land the reft, 'who were going 
back, lb he called to them and (aid, JWy- 
troubles make me forget my f elf I I tbank 
you all I and gave them bis Hand to kils.

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The Lo»d Wilmoty in Purfuancc of his 
oten AppoitHment, came ta the Meetings 
Place precilcly at this Hour^ where Mf, 
Whitgretme received him and conveyed hJm 
to his old Chamber;, but heariiig nothing 
of the King at his prefixed Timcj. gave Dc- 
cafion to fuip€(£t fbme Misf^tune naigbt 
have befarn him, tho* the Night was vefjr 
dark and rainy, which might poflibly be 
the Occafion of {o long Stay^ Mr.-^H^/>- 
greave ihercfore leaves my Lord in his 
Chamber, and goes to Pit'Leefow^ where 
Mr. Huddlefton attended his Majefty's eo- 
ming^ and about two Hours after the Tifne 
appointed his Majefty came^ w)!K>m Mr. 
Whitgre^ve and JMt. Huddkfim conveyed, 
with much Sati^adibn, into the Houfe td 
my Lord5^;who expe^ed bim with great 
Solicitude, and prefently kneeled ilown and 
embraced his Majefty^s Knees^ who killed 
my Lord on the Cheek, and jasked him 
earneftly, Jfbat is became of Buckioghafti, 
Cleveland, affd others ? To^ which my Lord 
could give little *Satisfadion, but hdped 
they were in Safety. , 

My Lord ibon after (addrdBng himfeff 

'to Mr JVbitgrea^e and Mr. Huddktftm) 

faid, ^ougb I kan)e conceakd my Frkfid's 

Name all tb'n wbih^ now 1 mufi tell youy 

this 
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this is ^> Maftefy jowr Mafier^ and the 
Mafier of us all j not knowing that they 
vfoderfiood it was the Kjn^^ whereupon 
Us Majcfty was. pleaftd to give his Hand 
to .Mr. If^bagreaw and Mr. Huddlejim to 
kiii, and told them, he had received fuch 
an Account from my Lord Wilmot- vf theif 
Fidelity, that he ^ould never forget itj 
and prcfently asked Mr. fVbitgrenvey IVhere 
is ydur ficret Plac^? Which being Ihewed 
his Majdly, be was well pleafed therewith^ 
and returning into my Lord's Chamber, 
fttedownon the- Bed* fide, where; his Nofe 
fell a Bleeding ; and then pulled .out of hit 
Pdcket a Handkerchief, fuitable to the reft 
of htk wApparel, both coarfe and dirty* 

His Majefty^^s Attire, as. was before ob- 
lerved in Fart, was then a Leaj^ern-Dou* 
blet, with Pewter Buttons, a Pair of oJd 
green Breeches and a Jump-Coat (as the 
Country calls it) of the feme Green, a Rpiir 
of his own Stockings, with the Tops cot 
off, becaufe embroideried, and a Pair of

gray gfeafy Hat, without a Lirfing, a nog-

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plcxion, by the Help of the Walnut-Tree 
Leaves. 

. Mr. Huddlefion^ obftrving the Coarfhefi 
of his Majefty*s Shirt to (}if^ea(e him much 
and hinder hU Reft, asked my Lord if the 
King would be pleafed to change his Shirt, 
which his Majefty cpndeicended unto, and 
prfefcntly put off bis coarfe Shirt, and put 
on a flaxen one of Mr. Huddleftm^s^ who 
pulled off his Majefty 's Shoes aod Stockings, 
and put him on freih Stockings, and dried 
his Feet, where he found fome Body had 
innocently, but icidifcreiscly applied white 
Paper, which, with going on Foot froni 
the Place where bis Majefty alighted to the 
Houfe, was rolled betwixt his Stocking and 
his Skin, and ierved to iocreafe rather than 
aiTwage the Sorenefi of his Feet. 

Mr. Wbitgreave. had by this Time 
brought up Ib^e Bisket and a Bottle of 
Sack; his Majefty eat of the one, and 
drank a good Glafs of the other ^ and, be- 
log thus refre(hed, was pleaied to fay cheer- 
fully > / am naw ready for another March ^ 
and if it Jhall fJeafe God once more to place 
me at the Head of hut eight or ten thou f and 
Men^ of one Mind, and refolwd to fight ^ I 
fifall not doubt to dri've thefe Rogues out of 
my Kingdoms. • : . :.

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It was now Break of the Day on Mofi' 
if^ Morning the "Eighth of September, and 
his Majefty was ^defirons to take fome 
Reft ; to which Ptirpofe a Pallet was car- 
ried int6 one of the fecret Places, where 
his Majefty lay down, but refted not lb 
well as his Hbft defired j for the Place was 
clofe and inconvenient, arid durft not ad- 
venture to put him into any Bed for fear 
of a Surprife by the Rebels. 

After Ibme Reft taken in the Kole, 
his Majefty got up, and was pleafed to 
take Notice of and filute Mr, Wbitgreafve*% 
Mother, and (having his Place of Retreat 
ftilf ready), late between whiles in a Clolct 
over the Porch, where he misht lee thofe 
that palled the Road by the Houfe- 

Be FOR F the Lord Wilmot betook himlclf 

to his Dormitory, be conferred with Mr. 

PPl)itgreti^ej and advifed, that himlelf or 

IWr. Huddlefton would be always vigilant 

'about the Houie, and give Notice if any 

Soldiw came^ and (fays this noble Lord) 

If' if Jhoitldfo fail ont^ that the Kebels have 

Ifittlligence of your barbourhg any of the 

Kin^s Party ^ and Jhould therefore put ycu 

to any Torture for Confflion^ he fare you dif 

cover me firft^ which may haply in fucb Cafe - 

fatisfy thcm^ and prefer ve the Kirtg. This 

was y 
y 
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was the ExprelKon and Care of a loyal Sub- 
jedl, worthy eternal Memory. 

On Monday his Majefty and my Lord 
refblycd to difpatch John Penderel to Co- 
lonel Lane at Bentky^ with Direftions for 
the Colonel to fend my Lord's Hcrfes for 
him that Night about Midnight, and to 
6xpe6t him at the uilial Place: My Lord 
accordingly goes to Bentky again, to make 
Way for his Majefty *s Reception there, 
pirfuant to a Relblution taken up by his 
Majefty to go Weft ward, under the Fro- 
teiSfcion of Mrs. Jane Loners Pali; it being 
moft probable, that the Rebels wholly 
purfued his Majefty Northwards^^ and 
would not at all iixfytSt him gone into the 
Weft. 

This Monday after Noon, Mr. ff^bit^ 
grea've had Notice that (bme Soldiers were^ 
in the Neighbourhood, intending to appre- 
hend him, upon information that he had 
been at IVorcefier Fight : The King was 
then laid down upon Mr. Huddleflon^s: Bed, 
but Mr. IVbitgreave ipct{kr\t\y iecures his 
Royal Gueft in the fecrct Place, and my 
Lord alio, leaves, open all the Chamber 
Doors, and goes boldly down to the Soldi-* 
ers, alTuring them as his Neighbours alld 
teftified j that he had not been from home 

in 
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in a Portnight then laft paft; with which 
AfTeveration the Soldiers were fatisfied, and 
came not up Stairs at all. 

In this Interval the Rebels had taken a 
Cornet in Chejhire^ who came in his Maje^ 
fty's Troop to Wbiteladies^ and either by 
Menaces, of Ibitie other Way, had extorted 
this Confefiion from him concerning the 
King (whom thefe Blood-hounds ^ught 
with all poflible Diligence) that he came 
in Company with his Majcfty to IVbitela- 
dies, where the Rebels had no (mall Hopes 
td find him J whereupon they pofted thi- 
ther without ever drawing bit, almoft kiJI'd 
their Hor&s, and brought their faint-hearted 
Friibners with them. 

Being come to IVbiteladieSy on Tuefday^ 
they called for Mr. George Giffard, who li« 
ved in an Apartment of the Houfe, pre- 
sents a Piftoi to his Breaft, and bad him 
confefs where the King was, or he fhould 
prefently die* Mr. Giffard was too loyal, 
and too much a Gentleman to be frighted 
into any Infidelity, relblutely denies the 
knowing any more, but that divers Cava- 
liers came thither on Wednefday Night, eat 
up their Provifion, and departed ; and that 
b)t was as ignorant who they were, as 
whence they ^ame, or whither they went,

and begged, if he. muft die, that -they 
would firft give him Leave* to fay a few 
Prayers. One of thefe Villajns anfwered, 
Jf you can tell us no News of the Kiftgy you 
Jball fay m Prayers : But his difcreet An- 
fwer did fbmewhac aflTwage the Fury of 
their l4eader. They ufed the like Threats 
and Violence (mingled notwithftanding 
^ith high Promiies of Reward) to Mrs. 
Ame Andrew (to whofe Cuftody ibme of 
the King's Clothes^, when he firu took up- 
on him thePilguife were committed) who 
(like a true Virago) faithfully fuftain'd the 
one, and loyally refufed the other, which 
{fut the Rebels into fuch a Fury, that they 
iearched every Corner of the Houie, broke 
down miuch of the Wainicot, and at lafl; 
beat the Intelligencer feverely, for making 
them lofe their Labour. 

During this ^uefday in my Lord ^i/- 
inofs Abience, his Majefty was for the 
moft part attended by Mr. Htiddkfiofty Mr. 
If^bitgreave being much abroad in the 
Neighbourhood, and Mrs. It^bitgreave bc- 
jow Stairs, both inquifitive after News, 
and the Motions of the Soldiery, in order 
to the Preftrvation of their Royal Gucft. 
The old Gentlewoman was this Day told 
by a Countryman, who came U) her Hoofe, 

that 
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that he beard the King, upon his Retreat, 
had beaten hJs Bnemies at TFarringtcn-- 
Bridge; and that 'there were three Kings 
come in to hb Affiftance ^ which Story (he 
related to his Majefty for Divertilcment, 
who fmfling, ahfwered, Sarefy tbey are fb^ 
three Kings of Colen come down from Hta-^ 
*ven^ far I can imagine none elfe. 

The lame Diy his Majefty out of the 
Ck)fet Window, e^led two Soldiers, who 
pailed by the Gate in the Road, and told 
Mr. Hukdhftm^ he knew one of them to 
be a Highlander^ and of his own Regi- 
ment ; who IHtie tboi^ht his King and Co« 
lonel to be ib near. 

Ani> his Majefty for entertainment of 
the Time was plealM to difcourfe with Mr* 
Huddkjlon the Particulars of the Battle of 
Wbrcejier (the fame in Subftance with 
what is before related) and by fbme Words 
which his Majefty let fall, it might eafily 
be collected that his Counlels had been too 
often fooncr difcovered to the Rebels, tha^i 
executed by his Loyal Subjefts. 

Mk. Hnddlefion had under his Charge 
young Sir John Prefion^ Mr. Slbomas Plajn^ 
and Mr. Francis Reynolds y and on this 
^uefdaj in the Morning \the better to con- 
ceal his Majefty's being in the Houfe, and 

G excule 
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excufe his own, more than ufual long Stay 
above Stairs) pretended himfelf to be in- 
difpofed and afraid of the Soldiers, and 
therefore iet his Scholars at ieveral Garrec 
Windows, and furveyed the Roads^ to 
watch and give Notice when they iaw any 
Troopers coming : This Service the Youths 
performed very diligently ^11 Day, and at 
Night when they were at Supper, Sir fobn 
called upon his Companions, and faid

; tfce King. With hinti|[is*Majefty (after He 
law Himftlf dilcoveted) was pleaied fa- 
miliarJyc to difcourfe ; and fpeaking of the 
great Sufferings of very many of His 
Fricndji m the Weftern Parts (moffi whereof 
were welj known to Pope) His Majefty en- 
quired if he knew Colonel Francis H^ynd- 

. bam^ who, (in the Time of the late Wars) 
was Governour of Dunjier ^ C2&\ei> Very 

, well, Sir^ianfwered Pope.' The King then 
demanding what was become of Jiim ? Pope 
replies, that the Cotonei had. married Mrs.

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Am Getrard^ one x£ the Daughters and 
Hcircflcs of ^Twihas Gerrardj E^; late of 
Treftt yti Smierfatjhif^^ and thatiie had new- 
ly brought chither his Mother, (the Lady 
iryftdbam) his Wife and Family ^ and tliat 
he beHeved the Colonel intended there to 
rcfide and live. His Majefty having receiv- 
ed this Intelligence concerning the Colonel, 
together tx^idp an exa<5): Information of the 
Situation of Tr^nt^ ibught an Qppbrtcmity 
to {peak with Mrs.Xam^, (fromi^^hom the 
better to conceal Himielf, He tben kept 
at a difiaence) and by means of Mr. Lajfels^ 
(who accompanied the King in this Jour- 
ney) obtaining his Defire, His Majcfty, 
with mjeh Contentment imparted to Mrs. 
Lane v^hat Pope had informed Him concern- 
ing Colonel Wyrtdham^ and his Habitation ; 
telling her withal', that if ihe could bring 
him thither^ He fiiould not doubt of Bis 

Safety. 

Ik this very Point of Tine ooifcies the 
Lord Hmry VVilmm^ afterwards EaH of 
Kocbefier^ from BirbMm in Gl6ucefi£rJh:Te^ 
the Seat of John Winter^ Biq^ a Perfon of 
'known Loyalty and Integrity, to L^gb. 
My Lord had attended His Majefty in His 
Paflage Weftward, and taa^Eride^ Morning, 
Seftmber the 1 3tb, met atvjdiejittaUy Cap- 
tain 
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tain Thomas Abingto^^ of DowdJweU'^ itv 
the G^unty of Gloucefter^ at Pinbury Park ^ 
and being known by the Captain, who had 
ferved under him in the late Warf, was that 
Night by him conduded to Mr- ff^intef'sy 
from whom his Lordlhip (as he* hath often^ 
fince acknowledged^) received great Ci- 
vilities. Mrs, I^^ prefently reveals to the 
Lord Jt^ilmot the King*s Refblution to re- 
mcJve to ^rwt y whereupon my Lerd de- 
•manded of Henry Rogers^ Mr. JVinter^s- 
Scrvan% and his Lordfhip's Guide from 
Dirbam to Leigb. Whether he knew frent 5* 
He anfwered, that Colonel Wyndbam and 
his Mailer bad married two Sifters^ and 
that he had often waited on his Mafter 
thither. Thefe Things (6 happily concur- 
ring, His Majefty commanded the Lord 
fyilmot to hafte to_ Streitt^ and to aCcertaia 
the Colonel of his fpcedy Approach. 

His Lordfliip took Leave, and continu- 
ing Rogers for his Guide, with one Robert- 
Swan^ arrived- at ^rent the fixteenth of 
September. Rogers was lent in forthwith 
to the Colonel, ta acquaint him, that a 
Gentleman,* a Friend of his, defircd the 
Favour of him, that he would pleafe to • 
ftcp forth and fpeak with him. The Colo- 
nel enquiring ojf Rogers whether be knew 

M J the 
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the Gentleman or his Bufinefs ? anfwefeds 
No, he underftood nothing at all, but only 
that he was called by the Name of Mr. 
Morton. Then without farther Difcourfe, 
the Cotonel came forth, and found the ^ 
Gentleman walking near the Stable 5 whom, 
as {boa as he approached, although it was 
lomewhat dark, he falure4 by the Title of. 
My Lord JVilmot. His Lordfhip leemed to 
woncjier that he (hould be known ; but it 
was nothing ftr.ange, confidering the Colo- 

""ners former Acquaintance with him, being 
one of the firft that engaged under his Com- 
mand in His late Majefty's Service. Befides, 
his Lordfhip was not in the leaft altered, 
except a Hawk on his Fift, and a Lure by 
his Side might 4>ais for a Diiguiie. This 
Confidence of his* Lordfhip really begat 

. jAdmiration in the Colonel, calling to mind 
the great Danger he was in, and whofe 
HaYbingcr he was • for he advert^ied' the 
Colonel, that the K^hg Himfelf was on His 
Way to 2>'^«^, intending that very Night 
to lodge at Cajik-Cary^ (a Town fix Mile^ 
theace) hoping, by God's Affiflance to be 
with him about Ten of the Clock next 
Morning. 

At this joyful News the Colonel was 
tranfported, (there having rua a Report, 

that 
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- that His-Majefty was flain in the Fight at 
Tf^orcejler) and giving God Thanks for his 
wonderful Mercy^ he aflbred his Lordfliip, 
^batfor His Majefifs Trefervation be would 
n)alue neitber bis Life^ Family mr Fortune^ 
and uculdnc^er injure His Majefiy'^s Cofjfi^ 
dence of bim ; not doubting^ hut tbat God, 
wbo bad led bis Majefty through the midji of 
fucb inexpreffible Dangers^ would deliver 
Him from all tbofe barbarous treats ^ and 
bloody Intentions of. His Enemies. With 
tbefe and fiich like Expreflions, the Colonel 
brought the Lord IVilmot into his Parlour, 
where he received an exa(% Account of 
His Majefty's Condition and prefent Ai- 
fairs. 

Next Morning the Colonel found it ne- 
ceflary to acquaint the Lady IVyndbam^ his 
Mother, and alfo his, own Lady, with the 
Particulars the Lord IVilmot had over 
Night imparted to him, concerning the 
King. The Relation he gave them, did 
oot (through the Weaknefs of their Sex) 
bring upon tbcm any womanifh Paflion^ but 
furprized. with Joy, they moft cheerfully 
relblve, wkhout the leaft Shew cf Fear, to 
hazard all, for _the Safety of the King. 
And fo (beggii^ God's Bleffing upon their 
fincere Endeavours^ they contrive how Hisi 

Majefly 
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Majefty rriight be brought into the' Houfe, 
U'kfn ut any Sufplcion to their Family, con- 
fifting of above 20 Perlbns. Among them^ 
therefore Mrs. Julian Ccviugsly ( the Lady 
Hyndbatnh Niece) EHanqr IVithcrs^ Joan 
Haljenotb^ and He/$ry Peters^ (\9h0fe Loy- 
alty to the King, and Fidelity to them- 
ieives, they had &ffipxeht1y experienced) are 
made privy t6 their Deiign* Next they 
confider what Chambers are fitteft for His 
Majefty^s Reception. Four are made choice 
of ^ amongft which the IjaAy Wyndbam^i 
was counted mofl: convenient tor the Day- 
tif^, where the Servants might wait with 
mor^ Freedom upon His Majefty. Thcri 
/a fafe Place is provided to retreat unto, in 
cafe of Search^ or imminent Danger. And 
}a{lly, Employments are defigned to remove 
all others out of the Way at the Inftant of 
His Majefty *s Arrival. All which, after a 
while, anfwered tiieir Defires^ even beyond 
their Expedation. 

Between nine and ten the next Morn- 
ing, the Colonel and his Lady walking to- 
wards the Fields adjoining to the Houle, 
efpied the King riding before Mrs, . Lane^ 
and Mr. Ldjfds in their Company. Aflbon 
as His Majefty came near the Colonel, He " 
called to him^ Frank^ Franks haw dvfi tbou 
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do ? By which graeiow Pledfaiice the Cd* 
\oxtt\ percriv'dy that though hh Majefty's 
Habit and Countenance were much changed ^ 
yet his heroic Spirit inz» the fame, and His 
Mind imoHitable. The Colonel Tto avoid 
the jeaknis Eyes of fome Neighbours) in- 
fiantly conveyed the King and Mrs. Lane 
into the Lady Jffymibam's Chamber, where 
the Paifions of Joy and Sorrow dtd a while 
combat in ibetn, who beheld His facred 
Perftwi. For what loyal Eye cotild look 
i»pon fb glorious a Prince thos eclipfed, and 
nor pay imtp Him the Homage of Tears ^ 
But the Confi^deratk)n of Mis Majbfty's 
Safety, die gracious ' Woi:ds of His own 
Mouth confuting the fad Reporti 6f bia 
untimely Death) together wieh the Hope 
<^ his future Prefer ration, fbon. dried them 
up. InafhortTime the Colonel brought 
the Lord WUmot to the King, and then tlie 
Ladies withdrew into the Parlotir, having 
firft agiieed to call Mrs. Lane Coofm) and 
to entertain her with the lame Familiarity 
as if (he had been their neareft Relation. 
That , Day iBie ftayed at Trent ^ and the 
liext Morning early Mr. Lajftls and (he de- 
parted. ^ 

His 'Ma je(iy, after He had reffe(hcd 
Hrmfel^ commanded the Colonel in the

^ After this Rehear&l^ the Colonel (in, 
Obedience to His Majefty's Cptnoiand) 
told the king, that Sir John Strangways^ 
Qfiho h^d g^tven many Teftimonie^ of his 
Loyalty, having two Sons, both of^tbem 
<poiopel« for bis Royal Father) lived bur 
fi>ur MiJes from Stirenty that be was a Per* 
£)n of great Fortune and Iqtei^^ftjn Dorfet^ 
fiire^ and, tb^rc^e be fupp<^4 (bat either 
^ir'JohH or Sops might be ^rvic^able to 
His Majefty's O'ccafions. The King in 
Profircution of this Poropolal cocpmanded 
the Colonel to w^ait on them i and accord- 
ingly the next Morning he went over to 
Melbury^ the Place where Sir Jolm dwelt. 
1^0 i<)onfr was be come thither, but he 
met witb CqIoii^ Gihs Strmg^aysy and 
afii^r i^aal Salutations, they ,walked into the 
i?ark adjoining to the Hquie, where Co« 
lonel Wyf^dam inoparted tfaf Rea(bn and 
jEnd of ^is prefent Vifit. Colpnel Strang-^ 
Vi4ys\ Anfwer was^ that be wa,s iofipiseiy 
grieved, beiqaoie be was nqt abJe tp i(brve 
Mis Maieiiy in preparing a Ve(iel gccprd^. 
jng to hKff&mon j that hp kmpw npt any 
one Mafter 'Of a Ship, or fo mi|(:h9s oc^ 
Aitfiriner that he could truft : All that were 

formerly 
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formerly of bis^ Acquaintance in IVeymouthj 
being for their Loyalty banifhed, and gone 
beyond the Sea ^ and in Pool and Lime he 
was a meer Stranger, having npt one Con- 
fident in either. A hundred. Pounds in 
Gold he delivered to Colonel W^yjidkam^ 
to preftnt to the King ^ which at his Re- • 
turn, by Command was depofited in the 
Hands of the Lord IVilmot^ for His Maje* 
fty's Ufe. 

About this Tifpe the Forces under 
Cromaeir ^tvc retreated from Worcefler in- 
to the feveral Quarters of the Country; 
{omc of which coming to ^rent^ proclaim- 
ed the Overthrow of the King's Army, and 
the Death of the King, giving ogt, that 
he was certainly killed ^ and one of theni 
affirmed that he faw him dead, and that he 
was buried among the reft of the (lain, no 
Injury being offered to his Body, becaufe 
he was a valiant Soldier, and a gallant^Man. 
This welcome News fb tickled the Secta- 
ries, that they could not hold from expref- 
fing their Joy by making Bonfires, finng 
of Guns, Drinking and other Jollities ^ and 
for a Clofe of all, to the Church they muft, 
and there ring the King's Knell. Thcfe 
rude Extravagancies moved not his Majefty 
at all, but only (as if he were more trou- 

N bled 
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bled for their Madnefi, than Ws own Mis- 
fortune) to this moft Chriftian and corn- 
paffionate Expreflion, Alas^ por People! 

N o w, though the King valued not the 
Menaces of his proud £nemies, being con- 
fident they coiild do him no Hurt ^ yet he 
negleAed not to try the Faithfulnefi of his 
Friends to convoy him out of their Reach. 
Thus the former Defign proving unfiiccds* 
ful, and all Hope of Trans fretat ion ttiat 
Way being laid afide, the Colonel ao|uain- 
ted his Majefty, that one Captain WilHam 
Ellefden of Litne^ (formerly weJl knowa 
unto him) with his Brother JoJm Ellefden^ 
(by Means of Colonel BuUen Rhymes .of 
Wadden^ in DorfetftfireJ had conveyed over 
into France Sir John Berkley (afterward 
Lord Berkley) in a Time of Danger. To 
this Captain therefore his Majefty fends the 
Colonel, who lodging at bis Uonfe in Lime^ 
took an Opportunity to tell him, that the 
Lord IVilmot had made his Efcape from 
IForceJier'^ that he lay . privately near to 
him ^ and that his Lordfhip had earneftly 
Ibliicited him to uie his unmoil: Endeavoor^ 
to fecure him from the Hands of the Pur- 
fuers. To this Purpofe hp was come to 
Town, ^d aflured the Captain, * if he 
would join in this Af&ir, his Courtefv' 

fliouid' 
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ftould never be forgotten. The Captair> 
ytxy cordidlly embraced the Motion, and 
went with the Colonel to CharinoUtb^ fa 
little Place near Lime) where at an tnn, 
he brought to him a Tenant of his, one 
Stephen Limbry^ afluring the Colonel, that 
he was a tight honeft Man, and a perfedl 
Royalift. With this Limbry Colonel IFynd- 
ham treated under the Name of Captain 
Norris:^ and agreed with him to'tranfbort 
himftlf and three or four Friends into 
Frmce, The Conditions of their Agree- 
ment were ; that before the two and twen- 
tieth Day of that Inftant September^ Lim^ 
hry fhould briilg his Veflfel iftrto Cbarmcutb^ 
Roady and cNi the faid two and twentieth,^ 
in the Nighty ftauld receive the Colonel 
and Hs Company into the Long-Boat from 
the Beath near Cbarmoutby from thence 
cflrry them to hi^ Ship, aad fo land them 
fefe in France This^tiw Colonel conjured 
Limbry to perform with all Sccrcfy, be- 
cauie all the Pafltgers were of the Ro) al 
Party, and intended to be (hipped with- 
out Leave, to avoid fbch Oaths and En- 
gagements, which other wi^ would be for- 
ced upon them ^ and therefore Privacy in 
this Tranfa&ion would iree him from Dan- 
ger,, and thenilelves ftora Tt%uble, the 

N. 2. true; 
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true Caufe why they fb earneftly thirfted 
(for ibme Timej to leave their native Coun- 
try, . Limhry^s Salary was fixty Founds, 
which the Captain engaged to pay at brs 
Return from France^ upon Sight of a Cer- 
tificate utider the Paffengers Hands of their 
landing there. To the Performance of thc'e 
Covenants, Uinhry^ with many Vows and 
Proteftations obliging himfelf, the Colonel 
with much Satisfaction and Speed, came 
back to his Majefty and the Lord tVilmoi 
to Trent^ who, at the Narration, of thefe 
Paflages expreffed no finaH Contentment. 

The Bufinefs being thus far fiiccefsful- 
]y laid, the King confults how it might be 
prjdentiaiiy managed, that fb there might 
be no Mifcatriage in the Prolecution. Ne*- 
celfary it was that his Majefty and al) his 
Attendants ("contrary to the Uft of Travcl- 
Jers^ (hould fit upiall the Night in the Inn 
at Charmoutb ^ that they ought to have 
the Command of the Houie, to go in and 
^cut at Pleafure, the Tide not (erving till 
twelve at Night. To remove therefore all 
Sufpicion an.l Inconveniencies, this Expe- 
dient was found out. 

HE NRT Peters (^Colonel iVyndbam's 
Servant^ was fent ia Char moat b Inn^ who 
inviting #ie Hofteis to drink a Glais of 

Wine, 



at TRENT. 137 

Wine, told her, that he ferved a very gal- 
lant Mafter, who had long, mod affeftic- 
nately loved a Lady in DevoUy and had thti 
Happinefi to be well beloved by her ; and 
though her Equal in Birth and Fortune, yet 
io Unequal was his Fate, that by n8 Means 
could he obtain her Friends Conlent : And 
therefore it was agreed between them, that 
he fhould carry her thence, and marry her 
among his own Allies. And for this Pur- 
pbfe his Mafter had fent him to defire her 
to keep the beft Chambers for him, intend- 
ing to be at her Houfe upon the two and 
twentieth Day of that Month in the Eve- 
ning, where he refolved not to lodge, bur 
only to refrefti himfelf and Friends, and fo. 
travel on either that Night, or very early 
next Morning, With this Love-Story (thus 
contrived and adted) together with a Pre-, 
fent delivered by Peters from his Mafter^ 
the Hoftcfs was fo well pleafed, that Ihcr 
promiied him, her Houfe and Servants ihould 
be at his Mafter*s Command, All whicli 
flbe very juftly performed.

In this Manner travelling, they were 
timely met by Captain Ellefden^ and by him 
condufted to a private Houfe of his Bro- 
ther's among, the Hills" near Cbarmoutb. 
There his Majefty was pleafed to difcover 
himfelf to the Captain, and to give him a 
Piece of foreign Gold, in which* in his fo- 
lirary Hours'he made a Hole to put a Rib- 
bon in; ^4any like Pieces his Mjgefty 
vouchfafed the Colonel and his Lady^ to be 
kept as Records of his Majefty's Favour* 
and of their own Fidelity to his moft facred 
Perfon in the Day jof his greateff Trial. All 
which they liave moft thankfully treafurcd 
up as the chiefeft Jewels of tlieir Family. 

Thjs Royal Company from, thence came 
to the Inn at Charmoutby a little after Night, 
where Captain EUefden iblemnjy engaging to 
fee the Matter of the Ship ready, ("the Wind 
blowing then fair iox-France) took Leavii of 
his Majefty. About an Hour af^r came 
TJmhry to the Inn, and afiured the Colonel 
all Things were prepared^ and that about 
Midnight his Long-Boat ihould wait at the 
Place appointed. The fct Hoiif drawing 

nigh 
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nigh, the Colonel with Peters^ went to the 
Sea-fide (leaving his Majefty and the Lord 
IVilmot in a Pofture to come upon CalJ) 
where they remained all Night expeAing ^ 
but feeing no Lc»)g-Boat, neither hearing 
any MeiTag^ from the Mafter of the Ship, 
at the Brea^ of Day the Colonel returns to 
the Infl^ and befeeches the King and the 
Lord lyihni^ to hafte from thence. His 
Majefty was intreated j but the Lord S^r/- 
inH was defirous to ftay beUnd a little, 
promifing to follow the K.ing to Bridport^ 
where his Majefty intended to make a Hah 
for him. 

' When the King was gone, the Lord 
fFiUncft fent Psters into Litne^. to demand 
of Captain E^fdm^ the Reafbn why Lim-* 
hry brdke brs Fromife, and forfeited his 
Word ? He ftemed mtich furprized with 
this Meflkge, and &id, he knew no Rea- 
Ion, except ft being a fair Day, tbe Sea- 
men were d^unk in taking their Farewel ; 
and withal advifed bis Lordfliip to be gone, 
becauie his Stay there could not be lafe. 
But fince that, Limhry him&If bath given 
this Account under his own Hand : ' ■ ■■

at Cbarmoutbj Si ft ember the 19th, ^651, 
betwixt bim&lf and one Captain NerriSy . 

(fince 
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(fincc known to be Colonel Francis Jfynd^ 
bam J be put forth the Ship beyond the 
Cch -motif b into Cbarmoutb-Road^ where 
his Servants on the 2 id of the fame Month 
were all ready in her, waiting his coming ; 
that he going to his Houie about ten^that 
Kighr, for Linnen to carry with him, was 
unexpectedly locked into a Chamber by 
his Wife, to whom he had a little before 
revealed his intended Voyage with fbme 
Failengers into France^ for whofe Tranlpor- 
tation, at his Return, he was to receive a 
confidefable Sum of Mopey from Captain 
Ellefden, 

This Woman, it feems, was frighted 
into a pannick Fear by that dreadful FrO'- 
clamaftm (of the itth of SiptemberJ ftt 
out by the Mtn of fVeftminfteri^ and pu^ 
lilhed that Day at Lime. In this a lieavy 
Penalty was thundered out againft all that 
fliould conceal the Kingi| or any of his Par- 
ty, who were at IVorceftet Fight j and a 
Reward of a Thoufand Pounds promiied 
to any that (houid betray him. She, ap- 
prehending the Perfons her Husband en«t ' 
gaged to carry over to be Royalifts, refol- . 
ved to'lecure him from Danger, by mak- 
ing him a Frilbner in his own Chamber* 
All the leriiiafions he uied for his Liber^ 
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ty were in vain ; for the more he intreated, 
the more her violent Pailion increafed, 
breaking forth into fuch Clamours and La- 
mentations, that he feared if he fhould any 
longer contend, both hlmfeif and the Gen- 
tlemen he proitiifed to ^ranfport, would be 
call away in this Storm, without ever go- 
ing to Sea. 

Thus a Defign in a Bufinefs of the 
higheft Nature, and carried on with In* 
duftry and Prudence, even to the very 
Jaft, ftill promifing full Hope of a happy 
production, by one Man's fingic Whifper 
("the Bane of AdionJ proved abortive! 
• For, no Doubt, had Limbry kept his Couff- 
cil, he had gained the Honour of cbnvey* 
ing over his Majefty j of- whole noble 
Courage and Virrue, God was pleafed to 
make yet farther Trial, as the Sequel will 
inform. . • 

The KingpafGng on upon Londm-Ko^ 
frbro Cbdrmtmthy met- many Travellers, a- 
mong whom was one of bis Father's Ser- 
vants, well known both to his Majefty and 
the Colonel ; who were very well pleafed 
that he was not guilty of lb much Civility, 
as to give either of them the Compliment 
of a Salutauon. As they drew near to 
Bridforty the Colonel riding a little before, 

and 
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and entering the Tovtrn, perceived it full of 

Soldiers ; whereupon topping fais Horfe 

tillche Ring came up, he intreat<id his Map^ 

jefty to keep on, and by no Means co pot 

fiifilfeif into the Moitfh of tben>, who ga^ 

ped greedily after his Deftrudion. Never- 

theleis, the King havin|^. engaged to the 

Lord ifilmbt^ to expcft him there, Cwith- 

out the leaft Apprdheniion of Danger) 

rode into . the George^ and aUghting in the 

Court, was forced to ftay there, and in the 

Stable, rtear half ab Hour, before the Cb- 

lonel could procure a Chamber. All this 

While his bbody £iiemies were his^ only 

Companions,, with wht)ih fae diiccnsrfed free* 

fy withoot Fear, and learned frons tbem. 

^tneir inteftiicd Voyage for Jerfey sknAGaer^- 

fiy^ and their DeGgn uponf thofe Iflands. 

Here may you iee the Pcrrfiicr^ overtaken^ 

and the bittereft of Enemies friendly dii- 

couffing with him, -^hofe ucter Hirin they 

accounted would conrpleat tkeif Hapginels. 

-He thdt fate in Heaven, certainty laughed 

. them to Scorn, and by the Interpoftcion of 

bis mighty Arnv ecHpftd their Glory, arid 

by his admirable Wiidom reproved and 

confuted their Malice againft the King, and 

their filafphemies dgainft Heaven.

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No fooner h^d the King withdrawn 
himfelf from this dangerouf Company, in- 
to a Chamber, (with much Difficulty ob- 
tairted^ acquainted his Majefty3 that the 
Lord V^ifmof humbly .petitioned ijim to 
make Hafte oat of that Place, and ' to 
overtake him flowly paffing on -the Road, 
and waiting hk Majcfty's coiffing: Thjp- 
fently upon the Diimiffion %>i' Peters ^ mt 
King having talcen Ibme ^fmal) Retf&ft, 
not far from die Town joined in Copipany 
again with the Lord IVilmot^ aod difcour- 
ficig of the feveral Adventures of that hope- 
ful, and (as it fell out) moft perillous Jour- 
ney, concluded that Ijmdon^Kos^d was very 
unfafe, and therefore relblved to follow 
the next Turning which might probably 
lead towards* Tea^vill^ or Sberhotn^ neither 
of which is computed to be above two 
Miles diftant from ^rent. Providence (the 
beft of GuidesJ direded thele Strangers 
(for fb they were all in thofe Parts J to a 
Way, which after many Hours Travel 
brought them into a Vilfage, in which was a 
fmall Inn for Entertainment, Thus entered 
•thefe masked Travellers, to enquire where 
•they were. And to this Purpofe calling 
for feme Beer, the Hoft of the Houle

them with new Troubles. The good Hpft 
upon this, brought them up into the high- 
eft Chambers, where Privatenefi - f ccomr 
penfed the Meannefs of the Accommoda?- 
tion, and the Pleafantneis of the Hoft Ca 
merry Fellow') allayed and mitigated the 
Wearincft of the Guefts, Now the Face

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of Things began to finile^ which all the Day 
and Night pttceding^ looked ib louring and ' 
ill-favoured : Bat this ihort Calm wa^ on a 
fadden intercopted by a violent Storm. 
For in comes the Conftable^witKalmoft forty 
Soldier* to be b*ll«ted that v^ Night in. 
the Inn;, all thd lower Receptacles were 
thronged up with' this unexpected Com-* 
pany 5 ft that thcKing was in^a-Mantier be* 
fieged, there being no PaflSge^ from above,. 
but through thofe fufpiedfeed Guards. Thus 
every: Plac^ brought forth its Tiyjublcs, and 
every Period -of Time dffclofed freOi Dang*-- 
eril ShDPtfyi after the SoWftri had' taken 
up their Qaarters, a Woman i| their Cotrt- 
pany fell into Labour in the ifitchen. The 
Fangs ihe endured) made thdi Inhabitants 
of that Place* very ill at E^ fearing left^ 
the whole PariihihotrIdbe^ilp|c the reputed 
Father, and be enforced toKfoeepthe Child* 
To avoid this Charge^' the ^cWcfcft of the 
Farifli poft to the Inn, bet wensn whom, 3nd' 
the Soldiers, grbfeavery hdtConflica;^ con- 
cerning ProYiiion to be trAji^ for the Mo- 
ther' and the Ihfent. Thf^.Difpute con- 
tinued till fuch Time as ('afiogrrding to Oi^* 
ders) they were to march tdrihe Sea-Side. 
ThAs quarrelftrae GoiH^ping was a mofl: 
ieaibnable Diverlion, ^ercifing the Miudi 

O of 
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of thoie troublefbme Fellows, who other- 
iviie were likely to have proved too too 
inquifitive after the Guefts in the Houie ^ 
the (ad Confcquences of which, every loyal 
Heart trembles to think on. 

Surely we cannot, except we wilfully 
ihut our own Eyes, but clearly fee, and 
"with all Reverence and Thankfulnefs adore 
the divine Goodnefi for his Majefty's fig<- 
nal Deliverances in thi$ Voyage : Efpectally 
if, looking back upon Cbarmoutb^ we con- 
iider the Dangers that threaten^ him, oc- 
cafioned by the Lord Ifiltnot^s fliort Stay 
there, after the King's Departure j for one 
JJamnet^ a Smith, being call'd to (hoe his 
Lordfhip's Horfe, faid, he well knew by 
the Fafhion of. the Sho^s, that they were 
* never fet in the W^ft, bot in the North. 
The Hoftler, a Bird of the fame Feather, 
hearing this, began to tel], what Company 
had bfen there; how they fat up, and 
kept their Horfes faddled all the Night: 
jflind from hence they conclude, that eitheri 
the King, or foitae great Perfpris had cer- 
tainly been at the Inn. The.Hoftler, whofc 
Heart was fbured againft the King, runs, 
prefently to one JVeftly^ of the fame Leaven, 
then Minifler of Charmoutb^ to inform him 
of thefe Faflages, and, to ask Counlel what

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was to done. - This fFeftley^ was at His 
Morning Exercife, and being Ibmcthing 
long-winded, and by the Way it may he oh-' 
ferved!^ that long Prayers proceeding from a 
ir ait ef Otis Hearty once did good^ hut by Acci^ 
dent only^ the Hoftler unwilling to loft his 
Reward, at the Gentlcman*s taking Horfe, 
returns without doing his Errand. As (boa 
as my Lord was mounted and gone, Ham'- 
net tells' tVtfiley- of the Difcburle between 
him and the Hoftier. • Away comes Ifeftky 
upon full Speed to the Inn, and almoft oiic 
of Breath, asks the Woman of the Houfe, 
what Guefts ihe had entertained that Night ? 
She fatd, they were all Strangers to her, 
fhe kr^ew them not, I tell you then, faid 
be, o^^e of them was the King. Then hafti- 
ly turning away from herj he and Hamnet 
' ran to Mr. Butler of Commer^ then Juftice 
of Peace, to have difpatched abroad his 
Warrants to raile the Country for the ap- 
ptehending of the King, and thole Perfon^, 
the laft Night, with him at Charmoittb : 
Bur he fpends his Mouth in vain, a deaf 
Ear is turned upon him, no Warrant would 
be iflued forth. This Check given to his 
' Zeal {o ve^ced him, that it had like to have 
' eaufed a Suffocation, had not Captain Maf^ 
.fey^ as errant a Hotfpur as himfelf, given it

thinking to (urpri^e himt i^mongft fwhiehy 
Pifffdf^y tbe Houfe df Sit.MughWyndbam^

'4 twice rifl^d«.^ They look -the old Saronet, 
his Lady, Daughters and^holeiFamiiy, and 
let a Guard Hpon.ttbem/in the rHall, whilli:» 
they examine every Corner, not i^ariog 
either trunk or Box. Then taking a par- 
titular View of iheir Prifbners, they &hc 

. a lovely young Lady, feying, Ihe was the 
King diiguifed in Woman's Af^areL At 
length being convincecl of their :grois ;a0d 
rude Miftake, rh«y ,4efifted fnoim offeriog 
lany farther 'Vidence to that Family* And 
here it is rtiuch to be obfecved, that the 
ianae Usiy the King west from Cbarmouthj 
Captain £/f/2few came- to Prlifd^n^ and en-

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King and Colonel, confidently affirmitif,

His Majefty having with an Evennefi 
of Spirit, gotten through this rough Paflage, 
lafely anchored at Broadwindfor^ where ac 
length enjoying Ibme Reft, he commands 
the Colonel to give his Opinion what Courfe 
was^ to be taken, as the Face of Affairs then 
'looked. The Colonel (feeing Forces drawn 
every where upon that Shore) thought it 
very hazardous to attempt any Thing mo e

Whilst bis iacred Majefiy enjoys his 
Fwce^T'mtf, aiid the Ij^x^lfilmot^ with 
tho& other Woiihies, is bailed at Sarum^ 
to produce J4ts CpiHUii^tipn : It cannot be 
impertinent to mention n Ckcuoiftance er 
tvo^ which inier^ >a the midft of the 
Web and Texttire of (his Story, wotild have 
Jopked wihandfbme, bat added as a Fringe^ 
prove omsQifsntal. 

Upon th^ ^m^fijf Mo^rnit^ ^afier ih(; King 
'Came to ^itmt^ a ^ylor of the Parifli in- 
formed the Cdtefaciiy that the Zealoc^ which 
fwarmed in that f lace, dilcomied over 
Night, that Perfbns of Quality were hjd 
in hjs fjoufe, and that they imeoded to 
iearch and i€\zt them<; and therefore he d&- 
iiri^d the Co^poel, if any iuch there were, 
to convey ihem thence, to avoid Surpriial. 
The Colonel, fewarding the good Man for 
his Care and Kiadnefs towards himielfand 
Family, told him^ that his Kinfman, mean« 
ing ^l^otdWiimfit^ was not private, but 
public in bis tiouie, for io bis Lordftiip 
plealed to be, and that he believed he woiild 
Ihew himfelf in the Church, at the Time of 

Prayerst . 
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Prayers. When the hotieft Fellow was 
gone, the Colonel acquaints the King what 
paflfed between himfelf and the Taylor, and 
withal, beibught his Majefty to perfaade 
the Lord tVtlmot to accompany him to 
Church, thinking by this Means, not only 
to leilen the Jealoufy, but alio to gain the 
good Opinion of fbme of the Fanatlcks,

.Account of many Stories, .ni^hich like fiy- 
ing Clouds^ 'were bIowh/aAK)ut by the 
^Breath' of the People, SirM^ingto cover her 
Troi^e iK^ich the Vail .of Chearfirincii. 
But this ithe JSJng :pereeiving to be rather 
forced ^thanHBree, as -bx other Times, was 
earneft to-kjsow ti)e:Gaii£b df.her Difcom- 
pofiKe.' Jrnjd 130 faiDisfy his Majefty's Im- 
porttinity, fire igave. him a full Relation x>f 
the TiroQp at Sberbon : At which his Ma- 
jefty laughed mod heartily, as if he had 
not been in the leaft concerned. Yet, up* 
on a ierioitf Debate of the Matter, the Co- 
lonel 
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lonel and his Lady fupplicated the King to 
take a View of bU privy Chamber, into 
which he was perfuaded to enter, but came 
prefently forth agaii», much pleafed, that 
upon the leaft' Approach of Danger, he 
could thither retreat with an AiTurance of 
Security. AH that Night the Colonel kept 
ftrid: Watch in his Houfe, and was the 
more vigilant, becauie he underftood from 
Sbertm, that the Troop intended not to 
Quarter theie, but only to refresh them- 
fclves anii march. And asCfirdin^Iy fno?^ 
ib much as looking towards 3'fentJ about 
two of the Clock the next Morning, they 
remove^d towards the Sea-Coaft. This Fear ^ 
beiiig over, the King relied all the Time of 
his Stay at Tnffff, without {6 much as the 
Apprehenfion of a Difturbance. 

The Strangenefs of which will be much 
increaied by the Addition of what a Cap- 
tain who ierved under Cromwell^ at f^or-' 
cefier^ reported to two Divines-of' Undoubt- 
ed Veracity, long before the King's bleflfod 
Keftauration: That he was^foHowed and 
troubled with Dreams for three Nights 
together, that the King was hid at Trent ^ 
near Sberborn^ in a Hpufe nigh to which 
ftood a Grove, or patch of Trees, and 
that thither he (hould go and find Him. 

This 
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This Suggeftion thus reiterated, was a pow- 
erful Spur to prick him forwards: But the 
Hand which held, the Reins, and kept him 
back, wa&i irrefiftible. 

Now the Hands of his Majefty's Ene- 
mies were not only reftrained from doing 
him Evil, but the Hands of his Friends 
were ftrengthened to do him Good. In 
Order to which, Colonel Edward Philips 
of Montacutej in the County of Somerfet^ 
came from Sarum^ to his Majefty, Septem* 
her the 28th^ with this Intelligence, that 
bis Brother Colonel Robert Philips was enn 
ployed to Soutbamptcn to procure a Vcflel, 
of whofe Tranfadion his Majefty Ihould 
receive a Ipeedy Account. 

In the mean Time, _Captain ^omas 
Littleton^ a Neighbour of Colonel ffynd" 
bam J was difpached up into Hampjhirej 
where by the Aid of Mr. SUfid'Jb^ he dealt 
with the Maftcr of a Ship, who undertook 
to cary off the Lord IVilmot^ and his Com- 
pany, upon the Condition his Lordfhip 
would follow his Direftion. But the Hope of 
Colonel Philips^ his gcod Succefi at Hamp- 
ton^ daflied this Enterprife, and the Captain 
yras remanded back to ^rent^ and to make 
no Frogrefs till ferther Orders. 

Upon 
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Upon the firft of O^c&r^ . Mr. JeU 
SfiUiocky Chaplain to Mr. Coventry^ brought 
a Letter to hb Majeftx. In^anfwer to 
\vhich the King wrote bacb^ thai he defired 
all DillTg^^fr itii^ he uiedi in) providing 
a Veflel ^and if it fliould prc^re^diffioahrat 
Hamptcn^ ^ Trial (hould bci magje. fimher : 
That they fiiould be a&ertstned^ of -^a Ship 
before thu^ ieot to jremoye^hisn^ that fcr he 
might run no more Hazards than' what; of 
Necefilty he muft meet with-Jn. bis BafTa^ 
from ^ren0 to tba Place o^ iris Tran^or* 
tation. 

October the fifth, Colonel P^//i|^j came 
firom the Lord JVilnwt and* Mf . Coventry 
to his Majefty with this i^fTurance, that all 
Things were ready j and that he had in- 
formed himfclf with the moft private Ways, 
lb that he might with greatec I^ohability of 
Safety guide his Majefty to tl» Sea^fide. 
As ibosL as the King heard this Meflage, he 
refolyed upon his Journey. Colonel ^^4- 
hatn earneftly petitions his Majefty, that he 
might wait on him^ to the Shore : BuD^his 
Majefty gave no grant, f^ying^ It . was no 
Way neceflary'j and might.prove very incon*- 
venient: Upon the renewing this Requeft^ 
the King demanded the comxacr^bntiweet-* 
Aed tns Denial with this Fromiie^ that if he 

were 
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were put to any Diftrefs, he would again 
retreat to ^re^t. 

About ten next Morning, OSioher the 
fixth, his Majefty took leave of the old 
Lady Jfyndbam^ the Colonel's Lady, and 
Family, not omitting the meaneft of them 
that ferved him : But to the good old Lady 
he vouchfafed more than ordinary Relpe6V, 
who recounted it her higheft Honour, that 
Ihe had three Sons and one Grand-Child 
flain in the Defence of the Father, and that 
Ihe, herfeif, in her old Age had been in- 
ftruniental in the Proteftion of the Son, both 
Kings of England. 

Thus his iacred Majefty, taking Mrs. 
Juliana Coningsby behind him, attended by 
.Colonel Robert Phi lips ^ and Peters^ bad 
Fare w el to 3rmt^ the Ark in which God 
fhut him up, when the Floods of Rebel- 
lion had covered the Face of his Domini- 
ons, Here he refted nineteen Days, to 
give his faithful Servants Time to work his 
Deliverance : And the Almighty crowned 
their Endeavours with Succefs, that his Ma- 
jefty might live to appear as Glorious in his 
Aftions, as. Couragious in his Sufferings.

WHEKEASy Charles Stuart, 
Son to the late Tyrant^ with divers 
cf the Englifh and Scottifh Nation, have 
lately, ih traitoroHS and boftile Manner, with 
an Army, invaded this Nation, wbicb^ by 
the BleJJing of God upon the Forces of this 
Common^wealtb, have been defeated, and many 
cf the chief ASiors therein flain, and taken 
Prifoners ; but thefaid Charles Stuart 
is efcaped : For the fpeedy apprehending of 
fuch a malicious and dangerous Sraytor^ to 
the Peace of this Common-wealth, the Par- 
liament doth ftraitly charge and command all 
Officers, as well Ovil as Military^ and all 
ether the good People cf this Nation, That 
they make diligent Search and Enquiry for 
the faid Charles Stuart, and bis Abet^ 
tors, and Adherents in this Invafion ; and 
fife their beft Endeavours for the Difcovery 
and Arrefiing the Bodies of them, and every 
ef them ^ and being apprehended^ to bring 
and caufe to be brought forthwith and witb^

cut Delay J in fafe Cuftody^ before the Parlia^ 
tnent^ or Council of State^ to be proceeded 
wit by and ordered, as Jujiice Jhall require :

*; brought his JWajefty fafe into 
I Framsy it may not now be im- 
: proper to give a ftiort Recapi- 
tulation orthe mofl: memorable 
TranHi Aions in England^ till his happy Re- 
ftoration. But we may 6rft: obftrve, that 
not one Diflenter, or Fanatick, was any 
Way concerned in this wonderful Preferva- 
tion of his Majefty ; the firft we have ften 
were Roman Catliolicks, viz. Colonel Gif' 
fa?d. Colonel Carelefs^ the four PetlderelSy 
and their Brother-in-law Tates, the Wife of 
this 
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this Jaft ; Mr. Wbitgrave and his Motlier » 
Mr. TFolfe^ and Mr. Hudlefton the Prieft, be- 
fides others^ ^vhofe Names have not been 
preferv'd. That thele were all Roman Ca- 
tbolicks, is undeniable ; and their Families 
continue fuch to this Day. Colonel CareJefs 
for his Itidelity, had his Name changed in- 
to Carksy and an honourable Addition made 
to his Coat of Arms, as it has been before 
related : The Penderels and Tates had each 
an hundred Pounds a Year fettled on them 
and their Heirs for ever :. And Mr. Hudle- 
ftWy the Prieft, had alio an hundred Pounds 
fier yifmum allowM him for his Life, and 
was by Name excepted in all A<Sb of Par- 
liament made againft Friefts and Roman Ca*^ 
tholicks, and particular Frotedtion, as to 
the Point of Religion, was granted to the 
others concerned in that Loyal Service to 
his Majefty, when the reft of the Roman, 
Catholicks iiifTer'd for Confcience Sake., 
From the Time of the King*s being put in*- 
to the Hands of Colonel Lanf^ all the refb 
were fincere f^rofcflbrs of the Dodrine of 
the Church of England^ as prefervM in its 
Purity, without the Innovations fome have 
fince labour^ to introduce, by blending its- 
Principles with thole of all Sedaries, hop- 
ing thereby to make it a mere Babel^ that 

its 
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Its true Flock may not be diftinguiflicd 
from other fpurious Herds, and that the 
Sheep and the G6ats may be brought into 
the feme Fold ; to which End, many 
Wolves in Sheeps Cloathing have intruded 
themfelves, and thofe Thieves, who could 
not get in at the Doof, have broke in at 
the Windows. But it is eafy to dii^ingutfi 
between H) pocrify and true Religion ; and 
tho* a counterfeit Zeal may for Ibme Time 
ferve to bring about wicked Defigns^ yet? 
Juftice will at lad. prevail, as may appear- 
by this Relation ; we will therefore pro» 
ceed to what eniiied after what has beea^ 
above-mentioned. 

OLIVER Cromwe//^ the famous Re«- 
bel- General, having, after the^ Battle of 
Worcefier^ reduc'd Scotland by Force of 
Arms, an Union between the twa Nations 
was prefontly projeded ^ and tho' the like 
had been in vain attempted in the Reign of 
King James the Firft, yet it was now 
brought about ; and^ by Confent of the- 
Rebels of both Nations, it was agreed/tbat^ 
England and Scotland ftiould be incorpora^ 
ted into one Common-weakh ^ as in £f{e& 
they were. Next CromweU^ wlio had ic-» 
cur'd the Army, compofed of canting Hy* 
pocritts^ the Officers being moft £athulia'» 
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fiick Preachers, and he ^eir chief MuftP^ 
turned out that in&mous AfTembly, vvhich 
had fo long aiTuined the Name of a Farlia* 
ment, and picking, out an hundred and fcr^ 
ty-fbur. Monfters a« vile as the former, from 
the ieveral Counties^ of England^ being all 
oiitragious Fanaticks,. put them into the 
Piace of the others before expelled, where 
the firft Thing they did, was to ftile thera- 
fefves ^e Parliament of England. Then 
felling upon a thorough Reformation, they. 
declarM Priefthood to be downright Popery:, 
the paying of Tythes Judaifm ; the Laws 
of England^ the" Remains of the Norman- 
Yoke J Schools and Colleges, Heathen Se- 
fnioaries ; and Nobility and Honours, con- 
trary, to Nature and Chriftianity ^ all which « 
they were ^r fuppreiling : and adtuaily did^ 
aboliib all Courts of Judicature, and ap- 
pointed all Perfbns to be married by Jufti- 
ces of the Peace, 

Having* thus run the Nation into the 
utmofl: Confufion, they, as had been be- 
^re concerted, let up Cromwell to tyrannize. 
over the Nation by the Title of ProteSlor^ 
with more j^baa regal Power, for they al- 
lowed him a ftaoding Army of ten Thou- 
sand Horft, and fifteen Thoufand Footp 
In the Year 1653, that Uffirpex. took the 
. ,. . ' Govern^ 
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Government upon him, and held it to h{9> 
Death, which happened on the 3d of Sep-^ 
tember 1659. During that Time the Na-^ 
tion iuffered more, a» is uiual undep all CA 
furpers^ than it had ever done before, or did 
fince, under the moft pretended Arbitrari-^ 
T^eis of its rightful Monarchs. Yet fiich it^ 
the Spirit of Rebellion, that no Examples^^ 
of paft Calamities are of Force to lay it j, 
nor can Traytors ever be made ienfible 
how much eafier they are under the worft 
6( lawful Kings, than under the moft in«' 
dulgent of Intruders, any longer than the 
▼ery Moment they groan under the infup* 
portable Burdens laid on them by the Hand 
of a Tyrant, whcm they have unjuftly 
thruft into the Throne, thro* their own Ma.* 
Jicc and R>lly, and whom Providence oftcfi* 
ftflfcrs to fit there long, for the Puniftment 
of the Villains that raiied him, as may be 
ieen in many Inftances^ and particularly 
this of Olfver Crokiwett. 

Under him. Loyalty was Treafon^ and 
Hypocriiy palled for Godlinefs ^ his Go- . 
vernment was defpotical ^ he fpar*d none 
that were but fufpe&ed to bear him Ill- 
will, and diipofed of their Lives and Efiates 
at Pleafure ; England wa« by him divided 
into Provinces^ under iojnany Major-Ge- 
nerals^ 
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nerals, whofe Power was Ainlimited, being 
his own Creatures, and only accountable to 
him, who was fure to connive at all their 
Villainies, to fecure them to his Party, The 
immenfe Sums of Money raifed by him and 
his Predeceflbrs in Ufurpation, by the Name 
of a Parliament^ far exceed all that the 
true Sovereigns of England had ever re- 
ceived fince the Conqueft ; for it is a moft 
certain Obftrvation, that every fuccelfive 
Rebellion brings greater Oppreflion with it, 
than any of the former ^ becaufe ^raytors 
and Ufurfers continually improve upon one 
another, not only in the Methods of efta- 
blilhing their ill-gotten Power, but alio in 
racking the People, as well to keep them 
humble, as to heap to themfelves Treafure, 
to iupport their Authority, and to (ecure 
a Retreat in cafe of Need ; becaufe every 
one of them knowing himfelf to be no bet-^ 
ter than a Robber, is in perpetual Dread 
that the rightful Owner will one Time or 
other recover his own. Let fuch Mifcreants 
pretend what they will, as to Titles and 
Claims, in order to blind the Igborant, they 
cannot ib much deceive themfelves, but 
that their own Guilt keeps them upon a 
perpetual Rack, and is a Worm gnawing 
their Bowels i though Satan has'lo great 

an 
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an Influence as never to permit them to re- 
pent and do Juftice to the injured Sufferers, 
yet Providence, in its own Time, will bring 
them to Confufion ; for having made Uie 
oT them as a Rod to chaftife the Sii^s of 
the People, they are at laft delpifed^ ab* 
horred, and caft into the Fire. 

Death having put a Period to Olin)eT^% 
Tyranny, his Son Richard next ftept into 
the Throne, was fblemnly prbclaimed and 
complimented from all Parts of the Nation, 
with a Multitude of Addrejfes^ as has been 
frequently praftifed. Many have laboured 
to perfuade the World, that this Wretch 
had no Inclination to accept of the Govern^ 
ment j but thefe were nteer Flights of o^ 
thers like him, who are ever for extolling^ 
or where they dare not, for excufing 
of all Ufurpers. Nothing is more certain, 
than that he NK^as prpud of that fklfe Gran- 
deur ; that he held it as long as he was able, 
and that he quitted it not by his good Will, 
but was ignominioufly caft out by the (ame 
Inftruments who had contributed to exalt 
his Father and himfelf ^ Providence io order- 
ing, that there might be nothing but Con- 
fufion and Anarchy, till Juftice again took 
Place.

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KICHARD being thus expelled, at 
the End of a few Months, the next Mon- 
fter in Power was the Rump^ made up of 
forty-two of the virulent Members of the 
former Rebel- Hon fe of Commons^ whofe 
Names are fit to be preferved as a Monu- 
ment of Infamy, and were, the Lord Man^ 
fier^ Harry Mart in^^ Whit dock, Lifie^^^o^ 
tnas Cbaloner,^ Alderman Atkinsf Aldcrtnan 
Pennington^ kbotnas Scot J Cornelius Holland^ 
Sir Henry Vane^JPrideaux^ Sir yatnes Har^ 
ringtcn,** Liejuienant-Gcneral Ludlow^' Mi-- 
chael Oldfworthi'^it Arthur Ha/lerig^Jofiesj 
Colonel Purefoy^^Co\oTie\ IVhite; Harry JVi?- 
wili^Say^ Blagrav^^ Colonel Btmet^ Brew-' 
j?^r, Serjeant lVild\*John Goodwin^ Nicholas^ 
Lechmere^ "' Augufiin Skinner^ Downes^ Do've^ 
John Lenthdi; Sakwayy Jobn^ Corhety IVaJ^^ 
tofif GiJbert If^illingtony Goldy Colopel Sy* 
denbamy Colonel Btnghaw^ Colonel Ayre^ 
Smithy Colonel Ingqldsbyy and Lieutenant- 
General Fleetwoodr Thefe being got into 
the Houlc of Commons, kept the Poffet 
fion to themfelves, excluding fourteen o- 
thers as good as themfelves, vhd would al« 
fb have crowded in. They prefently vo- 
ted, that none fliould fit there who had not 
fate fince the Year 1 648 ^ not that they 
thought the others any honefter than them- 

Iclves^ 
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IclveSj but becaufe It was more advantage- 
ous to themfelves, being fb few in Num- 
ber, to govern all. Next they appointed a 
Council of State, as they called it, to dif- 
pole of all the Places of Profit and Truft, 
and of the Trealure of the Nation, whofe 
Names are alfo fit to be remembred ; for 
by Names, good Obfervations may be 
made j they were. Sir Arthur Hafltrigy Sir 
Henry Vane^ Ludlow^ J. Jcnes^ Sydenham^ 
Scot^ Sakway^ Fleetwood^ Harrington^ IVah 
eot^ Nevilj Cbaloner^ Downes^ iVhitelock^ 
Morley^ Sydney ^ Sthompfon^ Dixwell^ Key- 
molds ^ St. John^ JVallop^ .Bradjhaw, Lam* 
hert^ Desborcugh^ Fairfax^ Berry ^ Sir An* 
thony Ajhky Ccoper^ afterwards Earl of 
Shaft shary^ Sir Horatio T^ownjhetid^ Sir Ro - 
hert Honeywoody Sir Archibald Johnfon^ and 
Jofiah Berners. Now, there being no (u- 
rer Support for Villainy, than Superftition, 
thofe Mifcreants appointed a Day of fli* 
fting ; and to {hew their Malice to the King 
and his Friends, whom they ftill feared, 
one of them could not forbear, upon that 
Occafion, expreffing himfelf in thele Words. 
^'be Lord Ji if tip the Hearts of his People to 
Prayer^ and fincere Humiliation^ and fill 
them with Unanimity and Courage^ in this 
ewl ^ime^ and make the People to fec^ that 

wbati ver 
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whatever fair Pretences mdy he made Ufe of 
iy the common Enemy, to get Power into 
their Hands^ yet Jhould they prevail^ no 
Man that has been of a Party againfi them 
heretofore^ yea^ no Man that has been a 
mere Neuter^ but tnuft expeSi that his pri-' 
n)ate Eftate^ as wett as the publick Liber* 
ty^ Jhall become a Prey to a defperate Crew 
of ravenous and unreafmtabk Men ^ for let 
^/rf Charles Stuart get in^ and then to 
fatisfy the Rabble of Followers^ and the 
Payment of Foreigners to enfla^ve yoii^you 
Jhall foon fee them entailed upon yonr f elves 
and your Poficrity^ to maintain the Pomp and 
Pride of a luHurious Courts and an abfolute 
tyranny. 

Observe here the Language of Rebels ; 
fee what abominable Notions are inculcated 
to render a rightful Monarch odious. But 
they did not flop here, for the rifing in 
Cbefhire, under Sir Geo/ge Bxth, having 
been iiipprefs'd by Lambert^ thofe hcllifh 
Saints proceeded in flandering the Royal 
Family in a moft outragious Manner ^ and 
to crown all Villainies, after having miy> 
dered fo many for Loyalty, they invented 
a Method to damn their Souls, if byiJI 
Ulage they could draw them into the Snare, 
^hich was by an AbjuraticnrOatb^ to be 

•Q, rammed 
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rammed down the Throats of all Ferlbns^ 
and was in the following Words. 

I A.B. do hereby declare^ that I renounce 
the pretended Title of Charles Stqart, 
and the whole Line of the late King James, 
&c. 

These People would not allow of 
Titles, or that Prince any Right to the 
Crown, and yet they call'd him by his 
Name, not King or Prince, but Charles 
Steuart, thereby owning him to be the 
Son of King Charles the Firft ; though 
they alfo fomctimes call'd him the Pretender. 
It is true, fome private Villains had the 
Impudence to revile the Queen his Mother, 
a Princefs of untainted Virtue j but that 
ufurping Government never proceeded to 
attack her Reputation 5 they would have 
murdered her Son, as they had before htt 
Husband, but did not deny him to be laMr- 
fully begotten. 

T o proceed, the Kump^ which had be- 
gun to lord it, and fet on Foot the above- 
mentioned horrid Abjuration-Oath^ falling 
out with the Army, were thcmielves, in 
OSlober^ turned out of Doors, and a Coun- 
cil of Military Officers took upon them the 

Adminiftration 
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Adminiftration of the ptiblick Affairs for 
fome Days, till growing (enfibk that wars 
a Province they knew nothing of, they 
pat the Power into the Hands of a Pack 
of Knaves, under the Title of the Committee 
of Safety^ their Names were, Lambert^ 
Deshorcugh^ Ifbitelock^ Sir Harry Vane^ Lud- 
low^ Sydenham^ Strickland^ Berry^ ^'Lait^*- 
rence^ Harrington^ If'^arefton^ Ireton^ S'itcb" 
hum J Bral^ricby Stbompfon^ Hewfn^ Clarke y 
Lilbum^ Bennety and Cornelius Holland. 

General Monk^ who had governed 
Scotland, under 0//Ti?r and Richard Crom^ 
welly and then under the Rumpy perceiving 
the Englijh Nation under a prefent Anarchv, 
thought fit to exert himfelf, I wiH not here 
flatter his Memory, by afllrting he had Co 
early a Defign of reftoring the King; many, 
who were well vers'd in the T^anfadlions 
of thole Times, would never allow him 
that Honour ; neither will I go about to 
difprove thofe who have made it their Bu- 
iinefs to applaud him. It muft be own- 
ed, he was at the Beginning of the Re- 
bellion in the King's Service ^ and it is no 
lefi true, that he afterwards ftrvM the 
Rebells feverai Years, being in all outward 
Appearance as ftedfail in that Party, as 
the beft of them, without ever endeavour- 

0^2 ing 
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ing to ihwart them, whilft the two Ufuf- 
pers fat on the Throne, or the Rump took 
upon them the Name of a ParJiament. We 
v»ilJ not therefore dive into hU fecret 
Thoughts, but proceed to bis / <9:ions, in 
which, for a long Time, we fliall fee very 
little of Tendency towards a Reftoration* 

A s ibon as the Ramp was turned out, 
Monk declared againft thoie Proceedings 
of the Army 5 po(Ie(&d himfelf of fevcral 
(Irong Places, and among . them, of Ber-^ 
wick^ Lambert was then fent againft him, 
by the Thing call'd A Council of Stsne^ 
and Colonel OAlet went from them to treaty 
whom Monk impriibned, that he mig^ 
not have the Opportunity of debauching 
his Forces. Hereupon a Project of a Fret 
State was fet on Foot in England^ and 
Commiflioners fent into Scotland^ to con- 
fult with Monk about it. He refolved t0 
amnfe them, and fent CommifHoners td 
treat in London^ who agreed with thofc 
appointed by the Committee of Safety^ up- 
on feveral Articles ^ the firfl of which was, 

iHAi the p-etended fitle of Charles 
Stuart, ot any other Claiming from that 
Family^ Jbould be utterly renounced. 

Monk 
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MONK having other Defigns, would 
not ratify the Treaty ; but having afleimbled 
the -Nobilitv and Gentry of Scotland^ whom 
he had before obKged by his Courtefy and 
mild Government, they promifed to en- 
deavour to preferve the Peace of the ^fa• 
t:on during Ws Abfence, and advanced him 
a Year's Tax. Whilft he was preparing 
there to execute his Projects, the People in 
England^ and particularlv the City of Lon^ 
d(n^ began to draw up Petitipns for fettling^ 
fonie more regular Sort of Government, and 
particularly for that they called a Par/ia-- 
ntitit^ as if any fuch could - be aflembled 
without the King's Authority. But fuch 
an Aflembly they were for, which thofe in- 
Power endeavoured to obftrud, by pub- 
lifliing a i'roclamatlon againft any fuch Pe- 
titions, and ordered the pYtteirded Lord- 
Mayor not to fuflfer any to be figned. The" 
young Fry of the City grew inore boifter- 
ous upon this Prohibition ^ whereupon Co- 
Ipnel lierfift was icnt into the City, witb 
a Body of Horfe, who finding the Shops 
Ihut, and a Multitude in the Streets, killed 
two or three, and difperfed the reft. How- 
ever, the Garrilbn of Portfmruth revolt- 
ing, and worfe Confequences being feared, 
tbe Cabat^ which then iet at IValingford-- 

Q, 3 HoulCjp 
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Houfe, voted, that a Parliament fliould be 
called in February next. At the fame Time 
Forces ' were fent lo reduce P'ortfntoutb ; 
but they were eafily induced to join with 
tbofe they, were to have fubdued, and Vke* 
Admiral I/^je/Ti declared for calling a^aia 
the Lovg Parliamenu After much Conten- 
tion, the Rump wsis again reinftat^d, and 
began to a<ft as imperibufiy as before. One 
of their 6rft Anions, was, the giving of 
the Government of the fower to that Mon- 
fter Sir Anthony Ajhley Cocper^ the Idol of 
bis Party, long alter, though they joined 
IVea^er and Bermrs in Commiffioii with 
him* Whilft this was in Agitation, Lam- 
ierfs Army moftly deferted him, fome go-, 
ing over to Monk^ and the reft returning to 
their former Quarters. Lambert himfelf, 
thus forlaken, was fent for by the Rump^ 
to curb the Forces about London^ which be- 
gan to be outragious. 
. This was the Potture of Affairs, when 
General Monk began to advance out of 
Scotland. 1 he' Gentry, in all Places he 
came to, making Suit to have the Lon:^ Par^ 
liximent fit again, ail whom he diimis'd with 
ambiguous Anfwers, fo that none could, 
penetrate into his Defigns, and in all Pro- 
bability he then had re&lved no more than 

•to 
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to make his own Advantage according to 
Emergencies. The l^ump dreading his Ap- 
proachj relblv'd, that all Members clifcharg^ 
ed from fitting. among them in the^Years^ 
1648 and 1649^ fliould remain excluded 
from fitting for the future, and that Writs 
ihould be ififued for e)e<^ing others in their 
Places ; none of which fo ele&ed were to 
be admitted without taking the Oath of 
Abjuration of Charles Stuart, and the 
whole Line of King J»ames. 

Upon this^ Monk, haded to London^ 
,and took up his Lodging in Ifbite-Hall^ 
like a little Monarch, and attended the 
Kutnp^ to whom he made a canting Speech, 
as the Cuftom was then, hinting at a Free* 
State, and defired them to take Heed of 
Cavaliers and Fanaticks. Then, by Or-* 
der of the Council of State and Rump^ he 
marched into the City, demanded the Af- 
ieflfment they had refuted to pay, and threw 
down their Gate*, Pofts and Chains. For 
this good Service he was lb well rewarded 
by his then Maftew, that they reduced him 
fron» a General to a Colonel, only making 
him one of the Seven, who were to have' 
the Command cf the Army. Monk thus 
roughly handled, thought it high Time to 
kcure bimfaif) and a<?€ordingly having Re-* 

courfe 
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courie to his own Forces, which he brought 
out of Scotland^ they refblved to ftand by 
him, to join with the City, and to declare 
^(ox a Free Parliament. This was immcdiate- 
Jy put in Execution, and a Letter to that 
EfFeft leiw to the Speaker, whrJft all the 
Bells of the City were rung for Joy, and 
at Night all the Streets were tull of Bonr 
fires. Next the icculed Mcfmbers were fum» 
moned to meet him at Wbite-Hall^ whence 
they were conduced to the Houfe of Com^ 
fncfis^ and there confirmed the Vote they 
had made in the Year 1648, when they had 
been forced thence. That the CoHceJficns <f 
the late King were a fufficient Ground teprc-^ 
ceed Oft for Jet t ting the Peace, of the Natv. n. 
This was in February 1659. Next they ap- 
pointed Monk General of all the Forces in- 
England^ Scotland and Ireland^ and havitig 
{ettled a cbuncil^ of State to gover^i the 
three Nations, on the 16th of March, en* 
fuing, diflblved theml^lves, after having ta- 
ken upon them to iflue Wnits for the calling 
of another Parliament. 

Whilst the Council of State governed^ 
Lambert^ who had been commited to the 
^ower^ makmg his Eicape, gathered a con*^ 
fi|derable Body of the difcontented Forces^ 
which had been disbaiKie^abotttrF^me^^ 

but 
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but Colonel Ingoldsby^ lem by Getwf^l 
Mmk^ eafily routed and took him Frifonen 
This fettled Series of Confofions had 1 fa 
cxhaufted the People, that Oppreffiort open* 
ing their Eyes, to perceive there could never 
be any Hopes of Peace or Happinefs, *till 
Juflice were done to their much injured 
King. The Royalifts took Heart, and ven** 
tured to appear again ^ the Preshy^irians^ 
yoho had been the Incendiaries, and let the 
Nation m a Flame, being intirely cVuAied 

- by the hdependants^ thought it their fefeft 
Cour& to join \9ith the Ca<wli€YS^ Aot out 
of any loyal Principles, (for where co<Bkl 
any be among thofe who had malicioufl^ 
ihed fo much Blood to deflroy their Sove*- 

^ reign ? but believing their former Viliaiaies 
might be forgot, and themfelves above 
thole who had been all along Su#erers for 
JufVJce. 

In the mean Time, Mcnk had received a 
MefTage from the King by Sir John Gnen^ 
n)tlle^ to whom he returned fuch myflerious 
Anfwers, as he was wont to give to others; 
On the 25th of Apil^ 1660, that happy 
Year ever to be bleifed by fuch as retain 
the leaft Spark of Loyalty, the new Par- 
liament met, the Lords being alfb admitted 
to fit in their own Houfe ^ (o that feme- 
thing 
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thing of the ancient Conftitution began to 
appear ; the two filiates, that is, the Lords 
Temporal and the Commons, being again 
in their Places, though, there ftill wanted the 
third Eftatc, being the Lords »^'piritual, and 
the Head and Sovereign of them all, wZ. 
His Sacred Majefty. Thofe two Eftates fo 
convened, perceiving the whole Expe£fca- 
tion of the {o long opprefled People, lay 
upon them, to find fome Expedient to de- 
liver them from fo many Calamities, took 
the true and on'y method for fecuring the 
Peace and Felicity of thefe Kingdoms, by 
reftoring of the KL'ng ; and accordingly on 
the ^' th of May^ Charles the Second 
.wa6 proclamed King of England^ Scotland^ 
France and Ireland. The true and fincerc 
Joy of the conftant Loyalifts, who had 
for Co many Years lived in a worfc than 
Egyptian Thraldom, is not to be expreffed 5 
they had fofficient Reafbn to Rejoice, who 
had fuffered fo much for their Sovereign, 
and been the Object of the Malice and 
Contempt of all ufurping Powers, whole 
chief Care it had always been to opprefi 
and keep them under. The old Rebels^ 
who had mifled their Aim, having been 
thcmfelves crufhed, when they had hunted 
their King down, by another treacherous 

Crew 
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CrcNX? like themfelves, ftruck in with the 
tru )' Irjal Party, and would by thought 
to exu!t M\ the bringing home of their King; 
whereas, in reality, it was to fee the Down- 
fall of their late Task-Mafters, who had 
fan nd led them as roughly as if they had 
never been rhe Beginners and Carriers on of 
the Rebellion. Ihe Multitude which for 
fo many Years had cry*d out, Cruafy Him^ 
now joined in Hojanna^s. 

Thus all fcem'd unanimous in bringing 
home their David. His Majcfty in the 
mean Time, fends to the Parliament, the 
JLord Mordamt and Sir yobn Greenville^ 
with a Promife of Pardon to all Perfbns in 
general, except fuch as the Parliament 
fhould think fit to be excepted ^ referred 
^ the Purchafers of Crown and Church Lands 
to the faid Parliament, and gave the Soldiers 
Ailurances of their Arrears, and future 
Encouragement. The Kings Letreis and 
^Declaration having been read, fix CommifR- 
oners were named by the Lords, arul twelve 
by the Commons, to go over to Brtda^ to 
xeturn hisMajefty their humble Thanks, and 
jntreat his fpeedy coming over, to take upr 
on him the Adminifiration of the Govern- 
xnent. 
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In the mean Time all Things were dlC- 
pofed for his Majefty's Reception, and the 
Fleet fent over under the Command of Ge<* 
neral Montague. The King embariced on 
IVednefday this 2sd of May^ againft the 
Nafeby^ whofe Name he altered, calling it 
the CbarleSj wd with a fair Galeibon anri* 
vcd within two Leagues of Dover. There 
.he landed ir/t^^j^ the 25th, being met on 
the Shore by General Mtmk^ with whom, 
and the Duke^ of Tork and Gloucefier^ his 
two Royal Brothers, he proceeded by 
Coach to Jjo'Der. After a ftort Stay there, 
his Majefty was condudled by the General, 
with a Guard of Horie, and great Numbers 
of Nobility and Gentry, be^des an infinite 
Multitude of the jneaner Sort; to Canter^ 
hury^ and there received and entertained by 
the Mayor and other Mag ift rates in their 
FormaUties, who prefented him with a rich 
Bible, and a Gold Cop full of broad Pieces, 
*as an i^ctcnowledgmentof their Duty. The 
King continued at Cavterbnty all Saturday 
^and Sunday^ the 26th Pud 27th, with all 
his Retinue; and on Monday the aStb went 
tm, firft to Cchbam^Hatl^ a Houfe belong- 
ing tq thel)uke oiRichmmd^ in Kent^ ami 
then to Kocbefter. On Tuefday tKe sotfa^ 
that glorious Day, ever to be thankfully 

remembred. 
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remembred, he ftt out for London^ the num-. 
ber of Nobility and Gentry about him 
ftill increafing, and ieveral Reg'ments of. 
thebeft Horle making a Gjatd for him, 
whilft the innumerable Crowds of the com- 
mon Sort ftrewM all the Roads with Herbs 
and Flowers, and hung the Trees and 
Hedges with Garlands. He made a (hort 
Stay at Black-Heathy to view the Army^ 
drawn up there, and about one o'CI-kJc 
came to St Georg^^s- Fields^ where the Lord- 
Mayor and Aldermen waited in a Tent to. 
receive him. AHen^ then Lord-Mayor, de- 
livered his Majefty the City Sword, and 
received it again with the Honour gf Knight-" 
hood. A Iplendid Entertainment was there 
provided, of which the King took Part,

The Streets all 
the Way from Scutbwark to fVbiteball^ 
were hung with Tapiftry and rich Silks. 

Ik this Manner his Majefty was con- 
dudled to IVbiteball^ where both Houfes of 
Parliament waited upon him in the Ban^ 
queting'Hoiife^ where he was congratulated 
in iheir Names, by the Earl of Mancbefier 
for the Houfe of Lcrds^ and Sir Harhottle 
Grimfton for the Commons. That Night 
was entirely devoted to Joy in all Parts, 
the Conduits in the City running Wine, 
and the Streets being made as light as Day 
with the Number of Bonfires. 

Having thus brought his Majefty home 
with futh uiliverfal j^ppeaiance of batisfac-* 

tion. 
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r/an, there remains nothing to add to that 
moft aufpicious D^y, and the undeferved 
Bleffing then beftow'd on an ungrateful 
Generation. It is true, the Parliament in- 
that zealous Fir, with good Reafbn, efta- 
bliflied a perpetual Ahniverlary to be ob»» 
ferv'dx on the 29th of May^ which had not 
only reftor'd the King to his Right, but 
thefe three Nations to a State of Blifs, had 
ihey knc^wn how to value and preferve it ^ 
but that was not their Fate, Fanatick Rage 
was covered over for a while, but not 
quenched. The old Spirit of Rebellion fbon; 
broke the flight Fetters, which had confin-^ 
ed it, and actuated even thofe Wretches 
whom the King had loaded with undeferved 
Honours and Preferments for their pretend- 
ed Loyalty, after they had been fo many 
Years exerciiing their Malice openly againft 
the Royal Family. Mercy and Goodnefs^ 
degenerate into Vice, when they exceed 
their proper Bounds ; the greateft Fadt \tt 
that good King, (for what Mortal is free 
from Frailties) was the perferring his known; 
Enemies, who fawn'd upon him when they 
could do him no more Harm, and the flight^- 
ifig of t(io(e who had facrificed their all in^ 
performing their Duty to his Royal Fariiev 
and bimicjf*. The Court fwarm'd, witb none 
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fo much as thoft^ ^bo bad been the ehi^af 
Inftruinents in bringing King Chahlei the 
Firft to an l^nd ^ (hameful to the Miaiioii^ 
the if^ehelGtnetahy the. firft Rijtgleaders of 
the Multitude to Mutiny^ and the yef^ 
Rampers^ who bad gone tlu^ovigb the wdole 
Courie of ViUainy, appearM glitterirrg^ in 
the higheft Fofts and looking down with 
Scorn on thoie heroick Sufferers whom Loy^ 
alty bad reduced to Want and Beggery. His 
Majefty was ibon made fei^fiblf ^.ibe £rf 
ror he had been led into, by the Malice and 
Avarice of thole who being. I tent ^kpon ag^ 
grandizing their own Famyiea, r^arded wA 
his Intereft) bu^ made all Preferments venal^ 
and did not ftick to fbare among themielvet 
even thofe £ftates which the UJurpers bad 
taken from fuch as had >eeQ their £nexiiies^ 
and the King's iincere Friends. Thus waf 
his Majefty put into the Hands of ohofe wb6! 
were tor making of him A gbrio^ Frince, . 
in the iame Manner |is. they had done his; 
Father; and indeed he was by Degrees- 
brought to the Brink of Ruin. The Fana* 
ticks never ceaied praftifing againft him. 
from his firft being ^ttledl ob: the Thronc^i 
\\\\ it pleafed God to reicue him, in hisowitt 
Time, from their bloody Defigns. They- 
began earJy to difturb bis Keign^ .and b^; 

Mercy 
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Mercy encouraged themfiiU to grown more 
iniblent. What AfFroats were not ofTered 
him by Lords and Commofis ? What great* 
er Efcape could he have, after his former^ 
before the Reftoration, than that he had at 
Oxfcfd^ from the bloody Defigns there laid 
againft him ? Unleis it were that of the Rye^ 
Hmfsy fo cloie carry 'd, and {o near the Exe- 
cution, for deftroying at one Stroke all the 
R(^al Famil)'^ had not Providence, in a 
miraculous Manner, prevented and deteded 
it. The Cx/^rd and the Kye^Hcufa Efcapes^ 
may bet reckoned Second and Third Refto- 
rations, that tiered Life was wonderfully 
both Times preferved, which reftored Hap-» 
pineis to thefe Kingdoms, whiHl it lafted ^ 
but it was too great a Bleffing to be of long 
Contk#uance^ and it was decreed, that a 
perverk People (hould faffer for then: Ingra« 
titude.

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Laws Human and Divine, to reign over m^ 
but prefently many of our Fellow Subjefts 
took upon to be our Princes, and to govern 
, us arbitrarily at their own Pleafure, in or- 
der to their own avaritious and ambitious 
Ends. And that firft in an Ariftocratical , 
Way, as a Senate or Council of St at e^ where* 
in nothing could be done without Confent 
of lome of the Nobility and Gentry, But 
it was not long (after Royalty was gone)* 
but Nobility followed, and was excluded 
,alfb. And then came Democracy^ or the Go- 
vernment of the common People by their 
own Reprefentatives only ^ which encreaied 
the Number of our Princes, and the Vite- 
nefs of our Slavery by the Meannefi of our 
Mafters. But thefe, their own MenefiarieSj 
did quickly deprive them of the Power they 
bad uiurped and abuled; and .then came- in 
Stratocracy, or the Government by the 
Swordj and thereby we had as ntany Princes. 
as there were Bajhaws^ or MaJcr^Generalsy 
who perhaps, it they had out-lived their 
great Sultan^ would have cantoned the King'- 
dom, and ere&ed their feveral Provinces in- 
to lb many feveral Principalities. But by 
this very Means the very Name of Liberty 
and iroperty, which were before pretend*- 
6d^ wctce ^uite taken awa;^. Qaly these wa^

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Lihetty enough, and too much, indeed a 
lawleis, bound eis Licence in Matter of R^ 
ligion ; all Ways of worlhipping God be- 
ing allowed, biit the true one; and alF ad* 
mitted to the (acred Fun&ion, but fuch as 
were lawfully called unto it i in the mean 
time every Sc6l had its Head^ and every 
one that was Head of a SeSl^ was Prince of 
a Party i fb that we have feen what it is to 
have many Princes^ nay, we have felt it to 
be a fore Judgment by the terrible EfFefts 
of it ; which did fpread themfelves over the 
Face, and through the Veins, and into the 
Bowels of the three Kingdoms ; at once 
embracing, involving, and confounding all

Ancl who, that had bcfeeld 
iiich a Bankrupt, beggarly Fellow, as Cro^^ 
well fix^ entering the Parliament-Houfe, 
wfth a Thread-bare Coat, torn Cloak, and 
a greafy Hat, (and perhaps neither of them 
paid for) could have fufpeded that, in the
